Kissinger says Hanoi 
delaying end of war

WASHINGTON (AP) - Henry A. 


Kissinger reported Saturday that the 
Vietnam peace talks have not yet 
produced an agreement "that the 
President considers just and fair." 
. The presidential adviser blamed 
Hanoi, which he portrayed as pursuing 
tactics of delay and sudden, inexplicable 
changes during the the secret bargain- 
ing in Pans which broke oft last Wed- 
nesday. 


Kissinger still held forth the pos- 


sibility of reaching a peace accord in a 
short span, provided the North Viet- 
namese are willing to resume negotiat- 
ing with what he characterized as the 
same good will prevailing during the 
October talks which produced a tenta- 
tive nine-point settlement plan. 


And he made plain that Nixon is 


prepared to override any remaining 
objections by South Vietnam's 
President Nguyen Van Thieu and sign a 
pact if he deems it meets U.S. condit- 
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Astronauts homebound 
with lunar treasures 


ions. 


Kissinger gave his account of his 


sessions with Hanoi's Le Due Tho to a 
crowded news briefing at the White 
House. His hour-long presentation 
marked the first public, authoritative 
U.S. version of the course of the secret 
parleys since they resumed Nov. 20. 


When he last made such an ap- 


pearance Oct. 26, Kissinger said he 
believed "peace is at hand" and 
predicted one more bnet negotiating 
session would produce an agreement to 
end the long Indochina conflict 


Sen. George S. McGovern, DS.D , the 


defeated presidential nominee, said in a 
statement: "It is regrettable that the 
administration in the closing days ot the 
election campaign misled many people 
into believing that the war was virtually 
over... 


"When Congress convenes next 


month I think we must look again to the 
possibility, of congressional action to 
terminate any further American milit 
ary involvement in Indochina " 


In telling about continuing negotiat- 


ing difficulties Saturday, Kissinger said 
the proposed agreement is 99 per cent 
completed and the remaining 1 per cent 
involves a fundamental point which he 
did not spell out. 


He also held open another meeting 


with Tho. who currently is headed back 
to Hanoi 


But "the President decided we could 


not engage in a charade with the 
American people" by leaving an 
impression that the many meetings in 
Pans meant a peace deal was imminent, 
he said.

Truman faHs 
to show any 
improvement 


KANSAS CITY (AP) — Harry S. 


Trurnan rested quietly Saturday, but 
doctors expressed continued concern 
over his weakened kidneys and said the 
former president had showed no 
improvement during the day. 


Truman, 88, remained in "very 


serious" condition after spending a 
restful night under sedation, doctors 
said. He was hospitalized 11 days ago 
with congestion of the lungs and later 
developed complications involving his 
heart beat, kidneys and ability to absorb 
nourishment. 


The former president "remains un- 


changed," a 9 p.m. EST hospital 
statement said, adding his "kidney 
function has increased slightly since this 
afternoon but remains inadequate. 
Fluid in the lungs has decreased 
somewhat. 
His periods of cardiac 


irregularities are less frequent" 


The statement said Truman's blood 


pressure was 
108-40, 
pulse 
74, 


respiration 28 and temperature 98.2. 


Truman's 87-year-old wife Bess and 


their daughter, Margaret Truman 
Daniel, left the hospital about 5 p.m. 
EST, according to the hospital spokes- 
man, John Dreves. He said Mrs. Daniel 
gave no indication as to any plans of 
returning to her New York home. 


"His kidney output is very low," 


Truman's doctor said in a midafternoon 
statement. "He is showing an increase 
of total body fluid ... but there has been 
no significant increase of fluid in the 
lungs." 


The doctors said that a hardening of 


the arteries probably will preclude the 
use of a kidney machine. The former 
president has not responded since 
Wednesday to medication intended to 
bolster his kidneys' ability to cleanse his 
blcod and eliminate wastes. 


pictures of the receding moon as they 
sped away at nearly 6,000 miles an hour. 


The TV transmission had been 


plannedfor 32 minutes but continued an 
additional 15 minutes as the picture 
gradually changed from a spectacular 
view of the backside to a view of the 
entire moon, appearing as a brownish- 
gray ball against the deep black sky of 
the universe. 


Cernan called out the location of the 


landing sites of Apollo 17 and the five 
previous Apollo missions, including 
Apollo 11, on the Sea of Tranquillity, 
where Neil A. Armstrong put man's 
first footprint on the moon July 20, 
1969. 


The three-day moon landing by Cer- 


nan and Schmitt was the last planned 
lunar mission. Cernan was the last off 
the moon early Thursday morning. 


There have been 11 Apollo missions, 


six of them lunar landings, since the 
program was established in the early 
1960s. 


Each man in turn philosophized 


about the great Apollo adventure. 


"America can be proud of the Apollo 


heritage," Cernan said. "It really truly 
has been a heritage that will prove to be 
one of the most beneficial things that 
has happened to mankind in quite some 
time. 


"Looking back at the moon, one can't 


help but think that we someday will use 
it as a stepping stone to go beyond into 
space," the 38-year-old commander 
went on. "I think we will see it in our 
lifetime. The Apollo program has given 
us the first step to that impossible dream 
and also the opportunity to bring the 
world together as one unit to make that 
next step together.'" 


Schmitt said that "Apollo marked the 


first evolutionary step from planet earth 
into the universe. From our home we 
now move to greet the future " 


"Man 
must explore, we will continue 


to explore," Evans added. "We hope to 
see mankind enjoy the benefits of the 
exploration of the Apollo program " 


Turning his attention to earth, Evans 


quipped: "You can pass the word to 
Captain Green back there on the 
Ticonderoga to clear the flight decks." 


The carrier Ticonderoga is waiting in 


the Pacific 350 miles southeast of Sa m oa 
for their return to earth. The forecast in 
the recovery area called for partly 
cloudy skies, light winds, seas of three 
feet and temperature of 85 degrees 


The astronauts fired America's en- 


gine for 2'/2 minutes behind the moon, 
out of radio contact with earth, 
increasing their speed by 2,000 miles an 
hour to escape the grip of lunar gravity. 


"It was a good burn," Cernan report- 


ed, then added: "There are more smiling 
faces down there than there are up here, 
but we're making up for the difference 
in numbers." 


"We're climbing like a dingbat," he 


added. "Wow. Woozle1"

Accused of being Martin Bormann, 
Argentine teacher receives threats 


BUENOS AIRES 
(AP) 
— An 


Argentine schoolteacher said Saturday 
he is receiving threatening telephone 
calls because he was identified in a 
series of newspaper articles as Nazi war 
criminal Martin Bormann. 


Rudolfo Nicholas Siri, 54, said 10 


people have called so far and most have 
identified themselves as Jews, Nazis or 
Peronist militants. They accused Siri of 
impersonating Bormann to hurt their 
group's interests, he said, and eacn 
threatened "reprisals." 


"For example, one sector called me 


and said to me that I was a bastard in 
the service of the Jews. That was last 
week," Sifi said in an interview. "They 
said I was in the service of the Jews ... 
that all this was a Jewish combination to 
hurt Peron ... that in consequence my 
home would be blown up." 


Juan D. Peron, Argentina's president 


after World War II and still a popular 
leader, was accused in the five-part 
newspaper series of permitting Bor- 
mann to hide in Argentina, a charge 
Peron denies. 


"Afterwards I received another call, 


for example, from another sector." 
Siri related. "They called me and they 
said to me that I was talking with the 
Maccabee Socialist Youth ... this group 
said they would blow up my home 
because I am a Nazi: they said. 'You are 
lending yourself to a diversionary 
maneuver or one of distraction to hide 
Bormann's true location '" 


Bormann, Hitler's top aide, disap- 


peared in Berlin in the final days of the 
war. Since then, reports appear oc- 
casionally that Bormann has been found 
in South America and other parts of the 
world, although some experts contend 
he was killed in the Berlin fighting. 


Siri agreed to an interview at the 


office of his lawyer. Exequiel Estrada 
Mazzini. The lawyer said his client was 
considering the posibility of legal action 
The articles were published in the 
London Daily Express, the New York 
Daily News and other papers and were 
written by I^adislao Farago and Stewart 
Steven 


Photographs of Sin published with the 


articles carried captions which said the 
Argentine teacher had been identified as 
Bormann

White House review contradicts Kissinger

WASHINGTON (AP) — A few hours 


after official acknowledgment of a delay 
in reaching a Vietnam cease-fire, the 
White House released a review which 
reported the U.S. role in peace negotiat- 
ions nearly completed 


A White House spokesman explained 


the apparent discrepancy between the 
review and the current situation by 
saying the review was intended as an 
over-all look at President Nixon's first 
four years, in both foreign and domestic 
affairs. 


He said that it was not intended a; an 


updated report on the peace talks but 
rather as an over-all assessment of the 
U.S. role in these negotiations which he 
said were only a few details short of a 
successful conclusion. 


Shortly after this explanation was 


offered when the review was made 


available to newsmen, Henry A Kis- 
singer in a White House news 
conference said basically the same thing 
about the negotiations, even while 
acknowledging that there has been .1 
delay, which he blamed on Hanoi 


The President's No 1 foreign dflairs 


adviser and chief peace negotiator in- 
sisted he remains optimistic even while 
reporting the holdup in fm.il signing and 
the need for further talks He seemed to 
be discouraging any interpretation that 
a solid impasse exists 


Still, the language of tho revieu was 


the most upbeat assessment from top 
levels since Kissinger on Oct 
2f> 


reported "peace is at hand " 


The review says 
"The cold war diminished, if not 


ended by the President's successful 
summit trips and the many agreements 
which flowed from these historic mis- 
sions, U.S. role in Vietnam peace 


settlement virtually completed " 


The review was prepared by the 


White House staff to cover all aspects of 
the Nixon administration to date and is 
presented as a record of n e a r l y 
unblemished ac complishments

failures" in the administration's first 
four years

3 miners 
rescued 
after blast 


TTMANN, W.Va. (AP) — Three of 


eight miners trapped when an explosion 
of undetermined origin rocked & ooal 
mine here Saturday were rescued by co- 
workers late Saturday. 


The condition of the remaining five 


was not immediately known. 


Rescue teams brought out three men 


from Itmann Coal Co.'s No. 3 shaft about 
six hours afier the eight were trapped. 
Seventy other miners escaped im- 
mediately after the blast. 


A spokesman at Wyoming General 


Hospital in nearby Mullens said three 
men were brought to the emergency 
room One was reported in critical 
condition, and the hospital was told by 
mine officials to expect more. 


William Suirling, a vice president for 


Consolidation Coal Co., the parent 
organi?.ation of Itmann, said the blast 
occurred about 3:40 p.m. EST. 


Starling said miners who were not 


trapped reported that there was no fire. 
He said the explosion was believed to 
have been localized.

Virginia Mines Director John Ashcraft 
and other state mines officials lett 
immediately from Charleston, 


The explosion scene is about 80 mfles 


south of Charleston in rural and 
mountainous Wyoming County. 


The explosion was the second such

22, nine men died in a mine fire at the 
Blacksville No. 1 mine in Monongalia 
County, at the other end of the state.

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Decrees from Kadafi 
surprise even Moslems 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) —The latest 


decrees by Libyan leader Col. Muam- 
mar Kadafi as self-appointed defender 
of the Islamic faith are raising eyebrows 
all over the Arab world. 


Some people are getting worried, 


particularly the fashionable male hair 
stylists of Beirut. They fear that if 
Kadafi's edicts spread to the rest of the 
Arab world, they might lose their best 
customers —the wives and daughters of 
the oilbillionaire kings, sultans and 
sheiks of Araby. 


One of Kadafi's decrees forbids men 


to work as "coiffeur de dames," and 
orders the closure in Libya of ladies 
hairdressing salons run by men. The 
Koran stipulates that it is a sin and a 
crime for a man to touch the hair of a

"This is ridiculous," said Nairn, 


Beirut's most fashionable hair artist, 
who travels all over the Arab world to 
set the hair of Moslem queens, princess 
and rich heiresses. 


The decree on male hairdressers was 


only one of a batch announced by 
Kadafi last week to bring the faithful 
closer to Allah and Koranic teaching. 


Libyan schoolgirls and women will 


hence'forth be forced to wear ankle- 
length slacks beneath their skirts, as 
Islam forbids women from showing 
their legs. 


Another practice deemed contrary to 


the spirit of Allah is artificial inseminat- 
ion. Under the law the doctor of the 
woman may be imprisoned for 15 years, 
the woman herself for 5 and "any ac- 
complices" for 10 years. 


Kadafi, who seized power in a coup 


that overthrow the liberal King Idriss 
three years ago, has already banned 
alcohol and closed all night clubs in 
Libya. 


Last May he declared that "manmade 


laws would be rejected and the law of 
Allah would prevail." In October he 
decreed that adulterers would be 
publicly stoned to death by the outraged 
faithful and that a convicted thief would 
have his right hand and left leg amput- 
ated in accordance with Islamic 
"Sharia" law. 


Addressing a recent conference of 


Islamic thinkers and interpreters of the 
Koran from 20 Moslem countries, whom 
he invited to Libya, Kadafi declared, 
"Moslems must be ruled by the Koran or 
face the wrath of Allah.". 


He said that the Arabs' humiliating 


Kadafi 


defeat by Israel "was mainly due to our 
deviation from the Sharia." 


To strengthen attachment to Islamic 


Arabism, Kadafi has also forbidden the 
use of anything but Arabic script in 
public advertisements, street names 
and traffic signals and directions. 


Taking this one step further this week 


he announced that from Jan. 1 no 
foreigner would be allowed into Libya 
unless his passport was written in 
Arabic. 


In another unprecedented move, the 


Libyan Foreign Office officially notified 
the 2,000 foreign diplomats in the 
country they would be refused reentry if 
they left Libya to attend New Year 
celebrations abroad. 


Kadafi's puritanism caused conster- 


nation to his hosts in Tunis, Tunisia, 
where he is currently on an official state 
visit. 


At dinner given by President Habib 


Bourguiba, Kadafi insisted that tradit- 
ional toasts be dispensed with. He also 
demanded that men and women should 
sit at separate tables. 


Though Egyptians, especially the 


fun-loving Cairenes, join other Arabs in 
laughing at Kadafi's antics, their 
amusement is mixed with trepidation. 
For they fear that under the projected 
merger of Libya with Egypt late next 
year, the young colonel's puritanism 
may also begin to affect them.

Tunisia rejects Libyan 
invitation for union 


TUNIS (AP) — President Habib 


Bourguiba of Tunisia rejected an offer 
Saturday from the leader of Libya, Col. 
Muammar Kadafi, that the nations 
unite in a pan-Arab effort. 


Kadafi made the offer in a speech to 


2,000 Tunisian dignitaries. Bourguiba 
arrived halfway through the speech and 
replied from the same stage. 


Bourguiba said people in some areas 


of Libya were still in the Stone Age. 
There was no immediate reaction from 
Kadafi, considered by some to be a 
fanatic on the subject of Israel. 


"Kadafi came to me and proposed 


unity, and even to become the president 
of trie two states," Bourguiba said. 


"We have already seen the unity that 


Gamal Abdel Nasser tried to form with 
Syria and even with you, Kadafi," 
Bourguiba said. "You have seen where 


this unity now stands, God only knows. 


"In Libya, there are certain areas like 


the Fezzan where one is not in the 
Middle Ages but in the age of the creat- 
ion of the world." 


He attacked Kadafi's declarations on 


the essential unity of Arabs. 


"It is not enough to say we are one 


Arab people, we have achieved union," 
the Tunisian president declared. "We 
must first of all achieve progress. While 
we waste our time in meetings, the 
advanced countries move forward 
every day. 


"It is not enough to say we shall all die 


for Palestine. We must prepare our- 
selves and this is a matter of time. 


"We must return again, as in the past, 


to the time when it was the Arabs who 
created and possessed science and 
Europe came to learn from us."

Weaver sees useful 
role for UW centers 


WEST BEND, Wis. (AP)—The role of 


the two-year center in the University of 
Wisconsin was reaffirmed bv John 
Weaver, president of the system.

Bend center that the vocational school 
system and the UW two-year centers 
could share facilities and students in 
some cases, such as Fond du Lac where 
a pilot program will be held, but that 
each system still had its own role. 


As pluses to the two-year system, he 


cited the ability of students to live at 
home and go to college and the impact 
of the centers on the community. 


Weaver has been touring all the UW 


campuses. He was to visit the UW-Mil- 
waukee later today. 


SPACE CENTER, Houston (AP) — 


The next American footprints on the 
moon could well be a woman's. 


Next year's Skylab flights — three, 


long-term earth orbit missions — 
probably will be the last all-male ven- 
tures of the U.S. space program, ac- 
cording to Dr. Robert R. Gilruth, former 
chief of the Manned Spacecraft Center. 
Russia already has put a woman in 
space. 


After Skylab, the next American 


spacecraft will be the space shuttle, a 
reusable spaceship. Gilruth said women 
probably will serve as crew-scientists on 
the flights, planned for 1978-79. 


"Women will fly aboard the shuttle as 


scientists," he said. "There's really no 
reason at all why they shouldn't. 
Women have much to contribute to the 
space program." 


The National Aeronautics and Space 


Administration is expected to select 
more astronauts later in this decade and 
this group, Gilruth and others believe, 
probably will include some women. 


Several factors in the past have 


blocked American women from flying 
in space. 


Most of the U.S. astronauts selected 


to this point have had to have a 
background of piloting skills. Most have 
been test pilots with hundreds of hours 
experience in flying high performance 
jets. Women were excluded because 
there simply were not many with much 
experience in jet flying. 


Putting women into a space environ- 


ment also would require new concepts 
in spacesuits and body waste collection 
and disposal systems. 


Delores O'Hara, a NASA nurse who 


has helped in the medical care of as- 
tronauts since early in the space 
program, believes current astronaut 
equipment would be totally unsuited for 
use by women. 


"The present day equipment would be 


damaging to the soft structures of the 
feminine body," she said. "Women 
would require a new design in 
spacesuits." 


She believes women may have a place 


in the Space Shuttle, which is still being 


developed, but not in the Apollo and 
Skylab generation of spacecraft. 


"We have enough problems getting 


men up there," she said, "without ad- 
ding the additional problems of flying 
women too." 


NASA is already studying these ad- 


ditional problems. And experts are 
designing systems to accommodate the 
particular needs of women in space. ' 


Will there be women who want to fly 


into space when it becomes possible? 


"Oh, sure," says James LovelU a 


former astronaut who is now deputy 
director of the science directorate at tlie 
space center. 


"We've gotten many letters from 


women who have said they would even 
be willing to forgo the demands of 
modesty just for the chance to fly into 
space," says Lovell. "As it turns out, 
studies have shown that women are 
pretty'well adapted to fly into space. 
There are a lot of jobs they can perform 
as well or better than men." He sajd 
women are better at handling detailed 
work such as computer operations. 


The Soviet Union has put one woman 


in space. Valentina Tereshkova, then 26 
years old, orbited the earth alone for 
three days aboard a Vostok spacecraft 
in 1963. She had had no flight training 
before the mission and her role in tKe 
flight was largely passive with most^jf 
the spacecraft systems being controlled 
by radio signals from earth. 


Gearldyn "Jerrie" Cobb challenged 


NASA's men-only policy and tried un- 
successfully for several years to receive 
an appointment to the astronaut corps. 
She was disqualified because of little jet 
airplane experience, but later prepared 
women's place in space proposals which 
have had an effect on NASA's thinking. 


In studies on space operations far in 


the future, women play an intregal role. 


Dr. Carolos Coon of Southern 


Methodist University, a member of a 
team of university scientists studying 
the possibility of establishing a science 
station on the moon decades from now, 
believes women will definitely be 
included.

side aids increased more than 50 per 
cent in 1973, with $24,304,423 in es- 
timated state aids and $7,772,970 in 
expected federal revenue sharing. 
Federal revenue sharing was not cal- 
culated in the 1972 budgets.

munities surveyed. Some of those 
communities could get more than they 
expected, while others could get less. 


But the $7,772,970 federal revenue 


sharing inserted in those budgets, along 
with the $24,304,423 in state aids es- 
timated for these communities by the 
state department of revenue, show that 
a substantially increased amount of 
money for running local government is 
coming from state and federal sources. 


All communities in the survey — 


from Milwaukee to Combined Locks — 
showed significant increases in state 
property tax relief for 1973. The 
property tax relief is figured as a "state 
tax credit" on individual tax bills. 
Increases came to small communities 
such as lilt Viiiage 01 Liuic Ciiuie, 
where the tux credit per Si,000 of as- 
sessed valuation jumped $2.61, as well 
as larger ones like Appleton. where the 
credit increased $3.05 per $1,000 of 
assessed valuation. 


Individual stories also stand out in 


the figures on the chart. Fond du Lac, 
after years of property tax increase and 
the reputation as a community with 
one of the highest property tax rates in 
the Fox Valley, has dropped sharply in 
the past two years.

.As all the other communities, Fond 


du Lac has been helped in its tax-rate- 
cutting efforts by the increased state 
aids and federal revenue sharing.

Outagamie's new Family Court 
brings major changes in policy

A number of major policy changes 


affecting primarily juvenile offenders, 
divorce actions and estranged fathers 
who are not supporting their families 
will accompany the Jan. 1 inauguration 
of Outagamie County's first Family 
Court. 


The changes were discussed Friday 


by County Judge R. Thomas Cane who 
will preside in the court created last 
September by action of the three 
county judges and Circuit Judge Gor- 
don Myse. 


Cane outlined the following new 


programs: 


— A six-weeks youthful offender 


school at Fox Valley Technical Insti- 
tute. 


— A system providing for more 


vigorous attempts at collecting support 
payments and stiffer enforcement 
measures against fathers who do not 
pay. 


— Hiring of a marriage counselor 


attached to the Family Court and 
working with the part-time family 
court commissioner. 


— A pretrial plan that will facilitate 


the scheduling and total handling of 
divorce cases that number about 300 a 
year. 


—Creation of a citizens committee to 


study and advise on all aspects of the 
Family Court. 


A redistribution of court workloads 


will be necessary when the Family 
Court becomes operational. Cane, now 
judge of Court Branch 3. has handled 
juvenile matters and a variety of small 
claims and other civil actions. 


His Family Court will handle all 


matters relating to the family, includ- 
ing juvenile offenders, adoption, 
dependency, neglect, divorce, paternity 
and nonsupport, most of which are now 
heard by County Judge Urban P. Van 
Susteren of Branch 1. 


After Jan. 1, Van Susteren will con 


tinue to have probate cases and mental 
hearings, but also will inherit the civil 
cases that are now Cane's. 


To provide for a smooth transition. 


Cane will get only the Family C'>urt 
cases filed after Jan. i. Van Sus!«.-n.-n 
will follow the cases filed in his court 
before Jan. 1 to a conclusion. It may be 
three or four months before full F.imily 
Court 
status is 
reat hed.

explained 


The 
Family 
Court 
system 
is 


somewhat of a pilot project that will be 
evaluated by the judges and other 
interested parties after a year. 


Plans are to alternate Family Court 


duties between Branches I and 3 every 
two years, with the first shift coming 


Jan. 1, 1975. The rotation was Cane's 
idea. He believes there is too much 
danger of a judge getting "stale" and 
"calloused" if he stays in the Family 
Court too long. 


Gov. Patrick J. Lucey appointed 


Cane to replace retired Judge Raymond 
P. Dohr last August. Cane, formerly 
first assistant district attorney in Ou- 
tagamie County, is expected to an- 
nounce soon that he will seek election 
to a full, six-year term next April. 


The Youthful Offender School that 


Cane has established with the help of 
officials of Fox Valley Technical Insti- 
tute will be geared to help juvenile 
lawbreakers who do not yet have a 
deep involvement in crime. Classes will 
be like group therapy sessions, staffed 
primarily by volunteers who "have 
some expertise in relating to young- 
sters," Cane said. 


Emphasis will be on vocational goals, 


motivation and helping the youngster 
decide where he's going, according to 
Cane. 


"A lot of the young people who come 


into my court are wanderers," Cane 
related. "They have no sense of direc- 
tion." A girl who recently appeared in 
Juvenile Court told Cane she wanted to 
be a secretary but in the next breaih 
said she wanted to drop out of school. 


Cane feels too little is done for :ht 


youngster who has his first brush with 
the law. "My philosophy is that the only 
way you're really going to reach these 
kids is to get them when they're not yet 
too involved in the criminal process. By 
then they're hardened and it's difiii uit 
to change them."

fails to pronounce a word or identify a 
number 


Positive reinforcement is used to a 


great degree in the classroom If a 
student performs well, affection and 
praise will be the teacher's reaction 
Repetition also seems to be a key tech- 
nique, with teachers going over and 
over the same lesson with a student 


Social 
interaction 
among 
the 


students is limited, but Lakeview Prin- 
cipal Theodore Jarosh noted that it's 
"not that they really aren't capable of 
it, but that nine-tenths of their day is 
spent in individualized instruction " 
There is some interaction, however, 
when students have lunch together and 
during the group language develop- 
ment sessions 


Poeschel 
said she utilizes the 


behavior modification technique in her 
classroom, disregarding the labels 
society has placed on the children and 
attempting to alter their conduct as it is 
at the present 


As Jarosh put it, the objective is to 


"program out," or to remove from the 
children's academic or behavior pat- 
terns that which is not acceptable to 
the society which hopefully they will 
one day function in 


Poeschel, though, noted that her 


curriculum is almost entirely academic, 
thus keeping students almost cons- 
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tantly involved with teachers. That 
leaves little time for aberrant behavior 
among ihe children. 


When it does happen, Poe^chel deals 


with the child in a mature manner, 
speaking firmly and authoritatively 
and perhaps meting out some minor 
discipline 


It's apparent that working with these 


special children is grueling work for the 
staff. The students' accomplishments 
are small compared to conventional 
standards but a girl almost in her teens, 
learning to say her name for the first 
time in her life, makes all the difference 
in the world.

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State planners turn to Fox Cities highways 


WNAM's. Special Christmas Programming 


With the upgrading of U.S. 41 in 


Outagamie and Winnebago counties to 
freeway standard wel! along, the state 
Division of Highways is turning its 
attention to planning for a four-lane, 
divided highway from the Fox Cities to 
the Wausau-Northwestern Wisconsin 
area generally along the present U.S. 45 
route. 


State highway planners had begun 


preliminary work on such a project a 
few years ago but dropped it tem- 
porarily because of funding priorities. 


A second highway expected to come 


under scrutiny soon will be U.S. 10 The 
future of this road in the Fox Cities area 
probably will depend on the results of a 
Fox Cities area transportation study 
hut thf possibilities include imorovmg 
it both east and west of the urban area 
plus rerouting it around the Fox Cities. 


Some local planners would like to see 


10 be redirected to become part of the 
proposed tn-county expressway, a 
network of roads to facilitate travel 
through the Fox Cities. They say it 
could run from the Town of Harrison 
north along French Road to 41 or east 
through Menasha and across the 
planned Ninth Street area bridge to 41. 


But that would require a jurisdiction 


change so that those routes would 


become state trunk highways, making 
the state fiscally responsible for their 
construction and maintenance. 


This 
and 
other jurisdictional 


decisions, which may involve horse- 
trading and politicking, will play a big 
role in the progress of the expressway 
development. One state engineer noted 
the state would be willing to undertake 
a jurisdictional study, if local groups 
asked for it. 


Meanwhile, the state is eliminating 


uncontrolled accesses along 41 from 
Appleton to Oshkosh and south, and 
expects to have that stretch to freeway 
standards by the fall of 1975. 


The final area 41 project will be a 


similar upgrading from Kaukauna to 
De Pere a much-less complicated 
stretch because of less commercial 
development. The project is slated for a 
hearing next spring, and construction is 
expected to start in 1976 and last about 
18 months

wouldn't be held for at least a year. The 
second hearing (actually a series of 
hearings on segments of the highway 
and in more detail) is considerably 
more than a year away. 


Steinhauar said it was too early to 


predict when the 45 four-laner would be 
built, but estimated it would be at least 
10 years. Originally, the division had 
estimated a 1976 completion but it had 
drooped study temporarily. 


The three-year, $400,000 Fox Cities 


area transportation study, conducted 
by the state and the old Fox Valley 
Council of Governments, is expected to 
answer many transportation questions 
when it is completed next spring.

To run along French Road or through 


Menasha would require bridge cons- 
truction. The Menasha Ninth Street 
bridge is scheduled for construction 
while the French Road bridge ap- 
parently is far down the priority ladder. 


The tri-county expressway, including 


about 12 miles, was conceived about 10 
years ago under a 30-year program. At 
the one-third-way point, several miles 
of right-of-way have been purchased 
and the Ninth Street bridge was okayed 
for constructions.

when the next school year begins. They 
are people who have submitted resig- 
nations because they have accepted 
positions elsewhere or for other 
reasons. 


In all, 41 faculty jobs are being 


vacated by the university at this point 
because of necessary budget reductions 
due to a 1972-73 enrollment which was 
lower than had been projected earlier in 
the year. 


The 41 positions affect 24 different 


university departments, according to 
Dr. William E. White, assistant chan- 
cellor-executive functions. 


He said some departments will lose 


only one faculty member; others will 
lose as many as tour. 


UWO's present faculty of 681, an 


all-time record, includes 66 people in 


their second year of service. 


White said 25 of those 66 will be 


offered 1973-74 contracts. Some of 
them teach in rapid enrollment growth 
areas, such as the School of Nursing. 


White said all second-year faculty 


members have to be notified of their job 
status for the ensuing year not later 
than Dec. 15, in accordance with 
American Association of University 
Professors guidelines. 


Of the 41 people to be cut from the 


faculty, about one third have the doctor 
of philosophy 
degree. None 
are 


tenured. 


(Tenured faculty members have been 


on the staff four years or more or seven 
years or more, depending on whether 
they came to Oshkosh before' or after 
the new tenure law which went into 
effect with the merger of the University 
of Wisconsin System and the former 


Wisconsin State University System.) 


White said the status of 63 other 


faculty members, all in their first year 
at the university, will be reviewed in- 
March. First-year people must be no- 
tified by March 15 as to whether or not 
they have jobs in 1973-74. 


How 
many 
first-year 
faculty 


members will have to be relieved of 
their positions will depend in part, the 
assistant chancellor said, upon enroll- 
ment estimates at that time. He said it 
appears now, however, that something 
like 40 first-year people may not be 
returning to the campus next school 
year, either because of nonretention 
notices or resignations. 


That would mean the university 


would begin the 1973-74 academic year 
wan a faculty of approximately 600, 
assuming that the enrollment then is 
about the same as this past fall's — 


11,312. 


The original enrollment projection 


for the current school year was 12,300, 
or 1,000 more than the number of 
students who actually showed up. 


Because of the enrollment shortfall, 


UWO must return $929,667 to the state 
by the end of the present school year. 


The university will be able to give 


back about $400,000 as the result of last 
week's action not to rehire some of its 
second-year faculty. 


Earlier this month, the school made 


up another $382,000 of the money that 
must be returned to the state through 
other savings not involving personnel. 


White indicated that some of the 


faculty members not now expected 
back at UWO next fall would be offered 
1973-74 contracts if it appears that 
student enrollment is headed upward 
again. No one knows at this point 


whether that will happen. 


White said UWO programs; will not 


be cut as the result of last week's 
nonretention letters and those that 
may be necessary in March. 


Rather than reduce the number of 


course offerings, he said, the university 
will cut some sections of courses. 


White said the faculty was told by 


UWO Chancellor Roger E. Guiles in 
September and later that some 1973-74 
staff reductions would have to be made 
because of the school's financial bind. 


The UWO placement office will 


provide job-finding assistance for ter- 
minated faculty members who request 
it. 


White said the university hopes at 


least some of them will be able to find 
positions in states which are noi as far 
along as Wisconsin in catching up with 
higher education needs.

Sixty men, all snowmobile club 


members, were given badges and cards 
authorizing them to patrol the countv 
on snowmobiles. They will have all 
the powers of policemen while they are 
on assignment 
from the sheriff's 


department. 


According to Lt. Edward Misch, the 


men have been deputized for the 
snowmobilers' own good, to make them 
aware of the laws and make it a safer 
sport. 


Misch said the deputies would con- 


centrate on trespassing violations this 
year to rurb the nurr>ber "f complaints 
from landowners and to make snow- 
mobiles more acceptable to the public.

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State partly to blame In errors on revenue sharing figures 


The office of Gov. Patrick J. Lucey, 


advised by the state Department of 
Revenue, compounded the recent U.S. 
Treasury Department errors in cal- 
culating sums of federal revenue shar- 
ing funds for Wisconsin municipalities 
and counties. 


Many counties, cities, villages and 


towns found when they received their 
first federal revenue sharing checks 
that they were actually receiving less 
than initial Treasury Department es- 
timates had predicted. Some also 
gained, but few received what they had 
been told by state and federal officals to 
expect. 


Appleton, for instance, received a 


check for $336,075 for the first half of 
1972, after being told to expect about 
$512,769. The city is counting on 
receiving a second 1972 check of equal 
size in January and had been told that 
1973 
payments 
would 
come 
to 


$1,234,876, for a total of about $2.2 
million for the two years. Both years' 
revenues went into the 4973 city bud- 
get. 


Based on the difference between es- 


timated and actual sums for the first 
check,"the city appears likely now to 
fall some $700,000 short.

hand, could be some $100,000 ahead by 
the end of 1973. 


The changes cause problems because 


many governing bodies already had 
adopted their budgets and tax rates by 
the time the checks arrived and the 
miscalculations were discovered. 


But the difficulties might have been 


less acute if the governor's office had' 
not issued form letters to officials of 
local governments across the state, 
telling them how much to expect for 
the 1973 segment of the program. 


A treasury official told The Post 


Crescent more than a week ago, when 
the errors in 1972 calculations were 
revealed, that the federal agency had 
never issued estimates for 1973 
payments. 


Asked where the local governing 


bodies, many of which already had built 
1973 estimates into their new budgets, 
had obtained the estimates, the federal 
spokesman said, "I don't know. I guess 
someone was doing his own figuring." 


A state revenue official revealed 


Friday it was that agency that did the 
figuring that produced the sums 
included in Lucey's letter to local of- 
ficials. The point of the letter was to 
urge applying the federal revenues to 
local property tax relief. 


Whether they accepted the advice or 


not, local officials took the revenue 
sharing estimates literally in many 
cases, and inserted them in their bud- 
gets. The governor's letter contained 
no caution that the figures might be in 
error. 


As it turns out, there were two op- 


portunities for error in the 1973 figures. 
First, they were based on the Treasury 


estimates for 1972 —which turned out 
in most cases to be in error themselves. 
Second, they were derived by simply 
applying a percentage growth rate to 
the 1972 sum, while in actuality the 
amount each community receives is the 
result of a complex formula. 


At present, not even the federal 


agency knows how much any in- 
dividual municipality will receive for 
next year. The basic statistics on 
population, income levels and local 
taxes used to compute the 1972 
revenues will not be released until next 
year by the federal agency. 


Kenyon Kies, a member of the staff of 


Edward Wiegner, Lucey's revenue 
secretary, said a growth factor of 
nearly 12 per cent was used by that 
office to estimate 1973 revenue sharing 
proceeds. 


The percentage is the growth rate of 


the total sum set aside for revenue 
sharing next year, compared with the 
1972 first-year handout, he said.

Sunday afternoon during fall Southern Furniture Market 


week in High Point, N.C.-was one of those beautiful 
autumn days when the sun shines brightly, giving off 
enough warmth to make a coat unnecessary. Members of 
the furniture press from across the nation had been invited 
that day to the opening of a house completely renovated 
by Sherwin Williams Co. for one of its series,of decorating 
booklets. 


As some of us boarded the first bus to travel the few 


miles from the main furniture exposition building, we 
wondered whether the trip would be worthwhile or if it 
would end as a disappointment. 


Disappointment was not to be part of that Sunday, for 


what we encountered as we first stepped off the bus was 
only the beginning of a delightful tour. We.were met by a 
driver with a little rubber wheeled surrey.beirig. pulled by a 
pony. Climbing aboard'— only th'ree of'us could ride at 
one time — we drove off ;to an old' road that led to a 
farmhouse steeped in Civil War history. Known as Model 
Farm since it was built in 1866, the lovely old home is 
nestled amid tall maple trees, cedars and honeysuckle 
bushes. 


The story of Model Farm actually began in 1864-65 


when the countryside of North Carolina was devastated as 
a result of the war. Family after family were leaving 
burned and ravaged homes, heading west where they 
hoped to find better lives. 


To persuade these families to remain in their home state 


and to rebuild, the Baltimore Assn. of Friends to Advise and 
Assist Friends of the Southern States — a Quaker Founda- 
tion — built Model Farm as a guide and inspiration for 
reclamation. The property consisted of two hundred acres 
and was purchased for $3,000. A year later, 43 more acres 
were acquired. Funds came from the American Yearly 
Meeting of Friends. Monetary gifts also made their way 
across the Atlantic from Friends in England and Ireland. 


William A. Sampson of Maine was named by the 


organization to run and manage the farm. Under his 
guidance, it became a model for new and improved 
techniques. Lectures on the latest methods were even 
provided for those in surrounding communities. 


Late in 1867, a barn was razed in addition to a 


grainhouse, hog pen and stockyard. The original 
farmhouse was expanded to its present three stories. Lead 
pipes, which remain intact today, carried water to the 
house and barn, no small luxury then. 


Improved stock was obtained through gifts and chari- 


ties. Thoroughbred Aldernays and Jersey cows were 
donated by wealthy landowners in Philadelphia, New 
Jersey and Baltimore. Increased crop production was made 
possible through gifts of reapers, mowers and modern 
machinery.

that we consider just ...no other party 
will have a veto over our actions," 
Kissinger said in reference to Thieu's 
objections to the niriepoint plan. 


"But I am also bound to tell you," he 


said, "that today this question is moot 
because we have not yet reached an 
agreement that the President considers 
just and fair." 


The White House adviser reaffirmed 


Nixon's conditions for an Indochina 
settlement as release of prisoners; In- 
dochinawide cease-fire; U.S. force 
withdrawal; and a political solution for 
South Vietnam that is not imposed from 
outside. 


He sai'd that after the Oct. 26 an- 


nouncement it became clear that the 
Communists were preparing to mount a 
massive military attack to start several 
days before the proposed ceasefire and 
to last for some weeks after. 


North Vietnam's prime minister had 


implied a different interpretation of the 
proposed political solution than in- 
dicated in the negotiations and Saigon 
raised objections, he said. 


He stated also that the United States 


"wanted some reference in the 
agreement, somehow, however 
allusive, however indirect, which would 
make clear that the two parts of Viet- 
nam would live in peace with each other 
and that neither side would impose its 
solution on the other by force. 


"These seems to us modest 


requirements, r e l a t i v e l y 
easily- 


achievable." 


While not specifying the one major 


point unresolved, Kissinger did say that 
the U.S. and North Vietnamese con- 
cepts of international supervisory 
machinery are "at drastic variance, and 
that... is an understatement." 


The U.S. proposal would place several 


thousand international peacekeeping 
troops in the field to supervise the 
ceasefire, giving them freedom to move 
around in their inspection duties. But 
Hanoi favored only a 250-man super- 
visory force, nearly half kept at 
headquarters, dependent 
for com- 


munications and logistics and physical 
needs entirely on the party whose area 
it is supposed to inspect, he said. 


Kissinger said the North Vietnamese 


did not even present their proposal on 
this until the evening of Dec. 12, the 
night that Kissinger was slated to return 
to Washington. 


He said the North Vietnamese refused 


to put forward their propositions or 
discuss those of the American side 
before Kissinger was on the point of 
ending his Paris stay. 


On substantive changes, Kissinger 


said, the Paris sessions which resumed 
Dec. 4 after an eight-day break "began 
with Hanoi withdrawing every change 
that had been agreed to two weeks 
previously." 


By the end of the week the issues 


appeared sufficiently narrowed to the 
point where Nixon ordered Gen. 
Alexandr Haig, Kissinger's top aide at 
the Paris meetings, back to Washington 
to be available for presenting the 
proposed agreement to America's allies, 
Kissinger. 


Regent OK needed for

university.

Plane hits houses, 
six persons killed 


BUFFALO, N.Y. (AP) — Six persons 


died Saturday when a twin-engine 
Cessna slammed into two homes in 
suburban Cheektowaga shortly after 
takeoff from Buffalo International Air- 
port in heavy snow. 


Three of the victims were aboard the 


plane. The other three were among five 
persons in the houses at the time of the 
crash. 


Richard Rebadow, general manager 


of the airport, said the twin-engine 
plane had just taken off on a flight to 
Allentown, Pa., when the pilot reported 
engine trouble. 


He said the plane was turning to try to 


return to the airport when the crash 
occurred. 


The plane cut through a string of 


power lines on utility poles behind a row 
of homes a mile south of the airport, 
smashed into one house, then plowed 
into the front of another house across 
the street. 


The Erie County medical examiner's 


office indentified the three victims from 
the plane as: 


Theodore M. Cicero, 31, of East 


Stroudsburg, Pa., the pilot; E. Everett 
McNamara, 35, of Phillipsburg, N.J.; and 
Gerald Porter of Milford, Pa. 


The other victims were identified as 


Antoinette Nowotniak, 47. who lived in 
one of the houses, and her daughter, 
Elizabeth, 14. and her son Steven Jr., 24. 


Mrs. Nowotniak's husband Steven 


was admitted to the burn treatment 
center at Emergency Hospital and Mrs. 
Harry Davis, who fived in the second 
house, who was taken to St. Joseph 
Intercommunity Hospital. 


The Nowotniak home caught fire and 


was heavily damaged by the flames.

Administration said the plane was 
registered to a T. Cicero of RD 1, East 
Stroudsburg, Pa. 


HURON, S.D. (AP) — In his first 


speech since his lopsided defeat for the 
presidency, Sen. George McGovern said 
Saturday he thinks his losing campaign 
spurred "the administration on a course 
toward peace." 


In a speech prepared for a Democratic 


party dinner, McGovern concentrated 
largely on efforts to bolster his an- 
ticipated campaign for re-election to the 
Senate in 1974. Along the way he had 
several humorous references to his Nov.

And McGovern told his fellow Dakot- 


ans that "I have moved up far enough in 
Senate seniority to chair the subcom- 
mittee" which may write a new farm 
program. 


McGovern saw a more responsive, 


reformed Democratic party, "a better, 
more responsive system... 


"We developed constructive and 


workable alternatives. And over the 
next several years I believe those ideas 
will be embraaced by the American 
people; and they will serve the country 
well." 


McGovern, who has said he will not 


seek the presidency again, summed up: 
"I want each of you to know that after 
some five weeks of reflection, I feel no 
sense of defeat at all."

Requests from parents with 
drug troubled youngsters brought the 
origin of a Parents' Information Group, 
a program that seeks to help parents 
understand and deal with these young 
people. Approximately 25 adults attend 
weekly meetings. 


Out of that group grew the Young 


Peoples' Drug Information Group, 
composed of kids seeking more infor- 
mation about drugs and the knowledge 
that "someday will help them beat the 
problem." An average of 20 Outagamie 
County young people meet once a 
week. 


Her involvement has taken her to a 


correctional institution where she 
works with 37 male heroin addicts Of 
this venture she says, "We hopefully 
are looking for answers as to how you 
would keep a person off heroin once he 
gets out (of an institution). I don't 


know if I'll have an answer in my life- 
time." 


Time away from home hasn't seemed

has also witnessed Appleton's coming a 
long way in a short time in recognizing 
and dealing constructively with the 
problem. 


Realistically, Mrs. Patterson con- 


siders the attitude toward drugs as 
becoming liberalized, "more blase. 


"People are bored because the 


problem has been around a long time. I 
think it's easier sometimes for people to 
concede what appears to be a minor 
point (the legalization of marijuana), 
than to roll up their sleeves and find out 
why people are doing it and stop it." 


Her future will be one of continued 


involvement, one of expanding efforts 
involving the correction and under- 
standing of drug abuse on the part of 
industry. 


"It's been such an exciting thing to 


aid in the setting up of programs in 
other communities," she said, adding 
that her sole desire is to "try in a small 
way to build a better world."

MOUNT KISCO, N.Y. (AP) — "My 


mother drinks all night and sleeps all 
day. She knows she has a problem but 
just won't do anything for herself. I 
thought by coming here I could help 
her." 


Janet, with long blonde hair framing 


her round, freckled face, knew that the 
12 teenagers grouped around her un- 
derstood. Each one of them had a parent 
who is an alcoholic. 


"But you can't help her. She'll have to 


hit bottom and find her own %vay," said 
Linda, twisting her school ring around 
her nail-bitten finger. "This meeting is 
for us. We have to learn about the 
disease of alcoholism and learn about 
ourselves." 


The teen-agers belonged to a group 


called Alateen, the youth counterpart of 
Al-Anon, the organization of family and 
friends of an alcoholic, which works 
closely with Alcoholics Anonymous. 
More than 1,000 Alateen groups in the 
United States and Canada ha-ve been 
meeting since Alateen's inception in 
1957. 


The AA estimates there are about 


nine million alcoholics in the country, 
whose problems affect more than 45 
million family members, including 
children. 


Under adult direction 


In this suburban New York town, an 


Alateen group has been meeting for two 
years. Under the direction of one or two 
adults, usually Al-Anon members, the 
youngsters, between the ages of 12 and 
20, hold informal rap sessions weekly to 
discuss not only the difficulties of living 
with an alcoholic parent, but also those 
anxieties that afflict all adolescents. 


"We try to show the kids that they're 


powerless over alcohol, they can't fight, 
the bottle, that some of their problems 
are not always related to the parents' 
drinking," said Carl, the adult leader 
whose wife is a member of AA. "By 
sharing their experiences, they learn to 
help themselves and to develop into 
healthy and mature adults." 
• This night, the kids sat around a table 
in the basement of a local church. They 
munched cookies, drank fruit punch 
and smoked. They call each other by 
their first names to guard their 
anonymity. There was Ralph, wearing a 
Mickey Mouse T-shirt; Barbara, with 
dangling silver earrings and granny 
glasses; Tony, with the beginnings of a 
mustache and beard, wearing a brown 
leather jacket." Susie was scribbling a 
phone number on the knee of her 
bluejeans. Most of the kids were still in 
high school. One blond boy was only 12. 


"I could never talk to rny mother 


about my problems because she was 
drunk in bed all day," said Barbara. 
"Some people withdraw, but I went out 
begging for attention, really making a 
fool of myself. Coming here really 
calmed me down." 


Many parents of these youngsters are 


enrolled in AA and no longer drink, but 
others are still heavy drinkers and have 
not yet sought help. Some parents 
deride their children for attending the 
meetings. 


"My father used to say, 'When are you 


going to that idiot drunk's meeting,' but 
I went anyway," said one girl, "I needed 
it for myself." 


"My mother and I used to sneak out to 


the Al-Anon and Alateen meetings 
every week, telling my father we were 
going shopping. He finally caught on 
because we never came home with any 
packages. At first he was mad, but 
eventually he went to AA himself and 
now hasn't had a drink in more than a 


parent's drinking problem began in the 
first place. 


The importance of love and respect 


for the sick parent was stressed 
countless times during the meeting. 
Linda said it took a while, but now she 
sees that her father loved her, despite 
the terrible things that happened when 
he was drinking. 


"I see now that I have to reach out to 


him and meet him more than half way." 


And Ralph, whose father left home 


because of his drinking, said, "If he 
asked me what I wanted for Christmas, 
I'd tell him I really want him to come 
home again." 


"It's hard to talk to friends who don't 


have the same problem in their family. 
Sure, they can sympathize, but no one 
knows what it's really like," said Agnes, 
a group member for two years. "This is 
our home away from home." 


Start with prayer 


The Alateen groups start off their 


meetings with the AA serenity prayer — 


"God grant me the serenity to accept the 
things I cannot change, courage to 
change the things I can, and wisdom to 
know the difference." They follow the 
12 steps of the AA as they apply to them, 
and close with the Lord's Prayer said 
with joined hands. 


Besides the 12 steps of AA, Alateen 


has its own set of do's and don't's and 
slogans, many spiritual in tone, that it 
encourages its members to follow. 


Kids are advised to learn about al- 


coholism as a family disease, to be 
honest and forgiving of themselves and • 
others, and to confide in other members 
of Alateen. The kids often exchange 
phone numbers for help in a panic 
situation. 


Children of alcoholics are cautioned 


not to argue with an active alcoholic or 
throw out his liquor. They are told not to 
judge or ciriticize the sick person, and 
not to expect things to get better over- 
night. 


The Alateen slogans, often repeated 


during a night's meeting are, Live and 
let live. First things first, Think, Easy 
does it, Let go and let God, One day at a 
time, Listen and learn. 


"These sayings might seem simplistic, 


but they do mean something," said Carl. 
"Often, we use them as jumping off 
points for our discussion." 


Some nights the kids talk around a 


theme — violence, fear, serenity. 
There's a strict rule that the kids must 
not talk about their parents, but some- 
times it's hard to talk about anything 
else. There were stories of drunken 
beatings, nighttime shouting matches, 
the hostility the kids felt and, most of all, 
their feelings of loneliness, rejection 
and despondency. 


"My home was like a madhouse. I was 


striving for someone to love me, to care 
for me," said Agnes. "Eventually I ran 
away from home. When I came back, I 
was sent away to live with relatives who 
also had an alcoholic situation. It was a 
real mess."

"I'm super-depressed. I'm scared," 


said Nicki Stegman. Her Navy flier 
husband has been missing more than 
five years. 


"I'm going to have to face up to death 


because I really think my husband has 
been dead for five years now. But I've 
used it as a crutch," said the attractive, 
blonde young woman. 


The Navy unofficially offers no hope 


that Lt. Tom Stegman of Baltimore will 
come home when a cease-fire is signed. 


"It's going to be like living it all over 


again. All the horror. Yet I couldn't face 
it if he came back either.... I'm different 
now, too. And I've met someone else I 
might marry." 


Nicki is one of 21 Navy wives in this 


coastal town with its nearby Navy base 
whose husbands are either prisoners or 
missing. 


Two wives whose husbands went 


down in the same aircraft have differing 
opinions. One believes her husband is 
dead; the other doesn't. 


At least 1,200 Americans are missing 


in action in Southeast Asia. 


Some wives who have clung to slim 


hope will have to acknowledge for the 
first time the Finality of their husbands' 
death. Some who thought they were 
widows may find their husbands are 
coming back. 


Others, aware of profound changes in 


themselves in the long years of knowing 
their husbands are most likely dead, are 
awaiting the final word so they can 
remarry. Several already have. 


Sitting in the living room of her home 


near the sea, Mrs. Stegrnan took rapid 
puffs of a cigarette and said: 


"When4! heard the news about a 


possible cease-fire, I started crying so, I 
had to pull the car over. 


"I was happily married, and I lost him. 


In a way, I'm going to have to face death 
for the first time. I haven't seen a body. 
I haven't seen a casket. I haven't had a 
funeral for him." 


Pointing to a large seascape on the 


wall, she said, "That's the only thing I 
have left of his." She got rid of 
everything else.

"The peace talks are getting on my 


nerves. It's such a grind. If the cease-fire 
doesn't come soon, there are going to be 
a lot of nervous breakdowns among 
some of the wives. We've just had it." 


Wreckage from Stegman's plane was 


found 30 miles out in the Gulf of Tonkin; 
and his crushed, blood-stained flight 
helmet was recovered. 


"I know he's dead. Yet I remember a 


fellow I met recently said, 'Oh, theNorth 
Vietnamese could have crushed his 
helmet to make you think he was dead.' 
It gave me a glimmer of hope." 


The fear of hope is one of the things 


some Navy wives have learned to live 
with. 


"I did in the beginning think there 


was a chance. I don't now," said Shirley 
Cartwright, wife of Capt. B. J. 
Cartwright, who was shot down a few" 
days before Christmas seven years ago. 


"I'm not at all optimistic that he's 


alive," she said. 


Cartwright apparently was shot 


down on a predawn flight while bomb- 
ing a bridge in North Vietnam. He never 
returned to the rendezvous point. 


The captain's three sons, ranging in 


age from 14 to 21, also feel that their 
father is dead. 


Once, in desperation, she sent a letter 


through the peace groups. But it was 
returned, and Hanoi said Cartwright 
was not on their list of those detained. 


"I stopped sending Christmas 


packages long ago," she added. 


"But, God, I hate to have another 


Christmas fouled up. He was shot down 
in December. It's all worse during the 
holidays." 


She plans to spend this Christmas in 


Greece. 


"When the cease-fire comes and they 


say he's not there, I'll have a memorial 
service." 


Lt. Cmdr. Alexander J. Palenscar III 


was shot down in March 1967 in his A4 
Skyhawk attack plane 90 miles out at 
sea. 


Navy planes were there in 10 minutes 


but found no trace of him. They 
searched two and one-half days. 


His petite, dark-haired wife thinks he 


is dead! 


"I feel most MIA wives are reaching 


for great gobs of hope. Our part in the 
war is finally coming to an end. We're 
coming to terms with finality," said 
Leslie Palenscar. 


"It's going to be a radical change, an 


adjustment from being an MIA wife to 
being a widow. But we're far past the 
point where you beat the drums about 
the lonely woman bit...." said the 
mother of two small children.

"He's the greatest natural cook for his 


age I've ever met," Beard recently said 
of his young colleague who already has 
two cookbooks under his belt.

A: Judge for yourself. Caning is 


priced by the hole; not the holes in the 
caning across the seat, but the holes 
around the frame. Twenty cents per 
hole is the recommended standard, but 
you can probably find places where it 
will be done for less. 


Q. Where can 1 buy copper sulphate, 


to be used for keeping roots from clog- 
ging the dram pipe to the septic tank? I 
have tried several drug stores without 
success I called a chemical supply 
house, but it's only available in bulk. — 
Peona. 


A: Most farm supply stores carry this, 


as it's widely used for controlling a!gae 
in farm ponds. You could also ask the 
Farm Bureau. Like chemical supply 
houses, they usually deal in bulk, but 
perhaps you could talk them out of a 
couple of pounds. 


Q Our outer basement walls are 


concrete, plastered and painted. Some 
places have leaked through, making a 
soft, flaky mass inside. We would like to 
repair these and repaint. What should I 
use? —Fennimore, Wis. 


A: To do this right, chip away the 


plastering for a considerable distance 
around each soft spot to try to find the 
cause of the leaks. If there are no 
cracks, you have to assume it's 
seepage. For the ultimate job, you 
should chip off all the plaster and put 
liquid waterproofing over the entire 
wall. But nobody would blame you if 
you merely put the waterproofing 
generously around each soft area. First, 
however, scrape out all the loose pow- 
dery stuff, down to solid masonry. Let's 
hope the seepage doesn't pop out in 
other areas. 


Q: I live alone in a small ranch, which 


I own I have been told that my gutters 
really need replacement and that a 
painting would also be a good idea 
Would it be better to have these jobs 
done now or wait until spring? — Mil- 
waukee 


A: I'd forget the painting; far too 


chilly for painting. The gutters are 
something else. If they're in bad shape, 
the weight of snow and ice could tear 
them loose and cause unnecessary 
damage. Have the job done now, if you 
can. 


Q. I used to keep a sack in the cup- 


board under the sink for garbage. After 
a summer of watermelon rinds and corn 
on the cob, the leaky sacks caused a 
large black moldy spot on the floor of 
the cupboard. 1 now use a plastic 
wastebasket, but how can I remove this 
big black spot? —Virginia Beach 


A: If it's gone too deep for sanding, 


treat it with wood bleach. Try to stop 
the bleaching action before the wood 
becomes lighter than the rest. Other- 
wise, you'll have to restain to match 
before spot-refinishing.

farmhouse, it was in shambles. Not 
occupied for several years, the paint 
was peeling, the plaster was cracked. 
Vandals also had done their work. Yet, 
in the three months prior to fall market, 
the project got underway and was all 
but complete in time for the showing on 
this lovely Sunday. 


The exterior of the southern home 


had been painted a rich gold with white 
trim. The front entrance complemented 
the charming look with its deep brown 
color. 


On the long, narrow porch spreading 


across the front was a synthetic out- 
door carpet from 3M Co. A brand new 
offering with an airy, spongy ap- 
pearance, it can be washed with soap 
and warm water or flushed with a hose.

A once dark and dreary 12-foot halK 


way was transformed into an inviting 
entry. Yellow and brown patterned 
wallpaper was put on the ceiling. White 
antiquing was applied to the dado, 
chair rail and doors. The walls were 
painted yellow. Coats and hats were 
provided for by a collection of 
reclaimed hooks and door knobs, while 
additional storage was in the form of an 
cabinet, purchased unfinished and 
painted a patriot blue. 


The bedrooms were delightfully 


done. Problems such as no closets were 
overcome with simple wall unr.s. Color, 


and lots of it, in paint, wallpaper and 
shaggy carpets seemed to make each 
room inviting. The master bedroom 
area included a sewing room for 
mother.

Preserve greenery for hoi/days 


With the holiday season at hand the 


question of prolonging the color and 
gaiety long associated with Christmas 
has returned. Keeping poinsettias as 
long as several months is now possible 
because of recent developments, says 
Lou Berninger, horticulturist at the 
University of Wisconsin-Extension. 


But the capability of the new varie- 


ties to flower for an extensive period of 
time depends on the selection of quality 
plants and proper care. 


According to the specialist, good 


quality plants have dark green leaves 
with leaves down close to the soil line. 
Large leaves indicate a strong plant, 
while small leaves show only fair 


quality. The size of the bracts often 
indicates a quality plant. 


The total height of the plant should 


have some relationship to the height of 
the container. For most home situa- 
tions, a plant that is from IV* to 2Vi 
times the height of the container is best. 
This brings the plant to approximately 
15 to 20 inches in height. Larger plants 
may be desirable in an office and in 
church. 


In caring for your poinsettia, choose 


a well-lighted location. Keep the plant 
away from drafty areas and heat 
outlets that will cause it to lose water. 
Be sure the soil is moist at all times," 
the specialist explained. 


"If you want to keep the long lasting 


varieties of poinsettias blooming 
several weeks, add liquid fertilizer to 
the water soon after the. plant's arrival 
in the home. Soluble fertilizers are 
available at retail stores. And be sure to 
follow the manufacturer's'directions." 


Red is the traditional color of poin- 


settias, but they are available in white, 
pink and a combination of white and 
pink. Pots which contain two white and 
two red plants are especially attractive 
since the white highlight the red and 
make them appear brighter. But no 
matter which color you choose, buy the 
plant as soon as you begin to decorate 
your home so you can enjoy it all 
season.

missed a 20-yard field goal. 


The Colts had driven 63 yards to the 


Miami 12 as quarterback Marty Domres 
ran the ball himself three times for 39 
yards. 


It was the only serious scoring threat 


the Colts mounted in the game as their 
scoreless streak against the Dolphins 
went to 14 quarters, including the 
second half of the final regular season 
game of 1971 and Miami's 21-0 victory 
for the American Conference cham- 
pionship last season.

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Our new man in Washington 


Gov. Lucey's men have managed to get authorization for a 


scheme that has been kicking around Madison for a decade or 
more and has steadfastly been resisted by his immediate 
predecessors for what were adequate reasons to them. 


He has persuaded the board on government operations, a kind 


of interim legislative finance committee that has on other 
occasions generously interpreted its authority, to approve a 
tentative budget of $50,000 a year to set up a state government 
office in Washington to handle relations with the massive 
federal bureaucracy. 


No doubt the functionary to be chosen, at a salary starting 


within a range of $21,000 to $23,000 a year, will be given an 
impressive litie. The governor might borrow a page here from 
the book of Milwaukee Mayor Henry Maier, who created a fine 
and resounding rhetorical flourish 
"the 
division of inter- 


governmental liaison". But when the mayor's political deputies 
get to Madison, or venture into other jurisdictions with lobbying 
regulation laws, they identify themselves according to the rules 
of common talk and common sense as "lobbyists." 


Mr. Lucey's Washington agent will also be a lobbyist, hired to 


pry more favors, namely money, out of the federal treasury, for 
deposit in the state treasury in Madison. 


This may be the irresistible pattern of the times. But we 


venture the forecast that the results will be difficult to audit, and 
that the whole idea of sending a special emissary at public 
expense to wangle favors from the anonymous officers in the 
bureaucratic canyons of the Potomac will arouse only skep- 
ticism among the ordinary folk in the governor's Wisconsin 
constituency. What can one lonely man in a tiny Washington 
office, with one secretary, do that our two United States 
senators, with years of exposure to the federal establishment 
and its ways, with scores of office assistants, and with a defined 
duty to look out for the state's interests are not now doing? 
What can he do better that our nine Wisconsin members of the 
house of representatives, also surrounded by sophisticated 
Washington operatives who compose their ample staffs are not 
now doing? 


In these times $50,000 is a droplet in an avalanche of public 


spending at all levels. But we suggest that not only will that 
budget be doubled and tripled and quadrupled in the years 
ahead, but its managers will be hard put to show that they did in 
fact earn their way. 


Reflections in Advent 


To most people the weeks and days before Christmas are 


simply that —pre-Christmas. 


To Church people who take their religion seriously, however, 


these are the days of Advent. In the calendar of the Christian 
Church year, the four Sundays before Christmas form the 
beginning of that year: these four Sundays, and the days they 
encompass, make up the sacred season of Advent. 


It is a season set aside, particularly by churches with strong 


liturgical traditions like Catholic, Episcopalian and Lutheran, 
for penitence and heart-searching. It compares with the season 
of Lent. During both seasons the liturgical color is violet. Altar, 
lecturn and pulpit hangings are in that color, as is the stole worn 
by many clergymen. If a church uses banners, these, too, are apt 
to be predominantly violet in color. 


In addition to its emphasis on penitence, the season also 


focuses on the coming of Christ. The tradition of the Advent 
wreath spotlights these comings with its four candles, sym- 
bolizing the promised coming of Christ in Old Testament 
prophecy, His coming to the shepherds at Bethlehem, His 
coming to mankind through Sacred Word and Sacrament, and 
His final coming to judge mankind. 


Whatever one's religious persuasion, the practice of taking 


self-inventory is certainly commendable. Churches which lead 
their members in such spiritual exercise during the Advent 
season may not be singing premature Jingle Bells, but they 
certainly help prepare the thinking person for Christmas. 


And as that great observance again approaches it would seem 


most desirable, whether one is an active follower of this Christ or 
not, to take the time to think about the peace He came to bring. 


Respecf for winter 


Between now and next spring, a lot of talk is going to include 


the words snow, cold wave, blizzard, hazardous driving and the 
like, often accompanied by pungent expletives. The populace 
will also be divided between those outdooi recreation 
enthusiasts who think lots of snow and good ice are beautiful 
and those who hate the harsh climatic realities of the season and 
spend their time inside. 


Whatever one's views on winter, its hazards are substantial. 


The dangers disdained can lead to tragedy. This is emphasized in 
the National Oceanic and Atmospheric 
Administration's 


publication, "Winter Storms," a comparatively brief but valua- 
ble compilation of winter's dangers and a list of safety rules 
designed to alleviate if not eliminate their effects. The NOAA 
puts in a plug for itself by suggesting close attention to weather 
forecasts which will warn of impending storms or severe cold, 
both requiring more than normal protective measures. 


Those who participate in outdoor activites particularly should 


pay attention to the wind-chili index. It shows the combined 
effects of wind and temperature in cooling power of the air on 
exposed flesh. At zero with a wind of 20 miles an hour, the 
cooling effect is 40 below zero, or fast freezing by any yardstick. 
The outdoor enthusiasts may not be deterred by such details 
any more than others who think blizzards and cold are merely 
tests of hardiness in the face of statistics that show hundreds of 
deaths annually attributed directly or indirectly to storms and 
cold. 


Sedentary types can take heart from the NOAA's advice to 


"stay indoors during storms and cold snaps." Whatever the 
choice of where to be, is going to be with us for some months. It 
deserves respect for its dangers even with its beauties and the 
hope it generates. When winter comes, can spring be far behind?

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U.N. alive, well, living in New York

The U.N. is alive and xvell and living in New 


York City. 


That is not the complete picture. The crea- 


ture is thriving albeit with a variety of chronic 
diseases —especially malnutrition. Technically 
its quarters are on international territory. What 
once was a spacious area of corridors and vast 
chambers open to anyone has become ringed 
with security and passes are required and 
politely demanded. Ironically perhaps, as the 
Cold War has waned, the threat of individual 
violence everywhere in the world appears to 
have increased. 


In spite of what some observers believe is the 


tendency of the United States and the Soviet 
Union to by-pass the U.N., and that of some 
small nations to exploit it for their own pur- 
poses, there is ferment, fervor and even a 
degree of robust energy that belies the apathy 
toward the organization demonstrated by the 
average American. 


Secretary General Kurt Waldheim saw 


"frustration and satisfaction" in his work since 
his election a year ago. He thinks that problems 
brought sooner to the Security Council and 
quiet diplomacy in his office are two major 
factors which will help the U.N. at this time to 
fulfill its charter role of maintaining world 
peace and security. 


But "when you want it bad, you get it bad," 


was the wry comment of Dr. Wilbur Ziehl, 


Deputy Controller, as he tried to explain the 
U.N.'s chronic financial crisis and the efforts 
made to solve it. 


These comments, along with many more, 


were made during a news seminar sponsored by 
the Stanley Foundation, Muscatine, Iowa, a 
supporter of several internationally aimed 
conferences conducted in different parts of the 
world. The purpose of this was to rebuild for the 
U.N. a "constituency" in the U.S. The majority 
of the twenty editorial people in the group 
apparently feel that lack of support for the U.N. 
derives more from apathy than antagonism. 


Americans have expected too much of the 


U.N., was the message from Secretary General 
Waldheim through U.S. Ambassador George 
Bush to lower echelon representatives from 
several countries. The U.S. under Richard 
Nixon is charged sometimes with bad manners, 
sometimes with trying to return to Nineteenth 
Century bilateral diplomacy. From the tone of 
Ambassador Bush's remarks, the U.S. is on the 
defensive. 


The importance of the voluntary agencies 


attached to the U.N. and which make up 
probably 80 per cent of U.N. activities and 
expenditures is stressed by just about all except 
Russia. The latter was represented by a genial 
bear of man, His Excellency Mr. V. S. 
Safronchuk, a member of the permanent Soviet 
mission, who is in no current danger of being 


recalled and sent to the Siberian salt mines. 
Smilingly he listed the "illegal" activities of the 
U.N. to which Russia would not contribute — 
peace-keeping in the Congo and the Middle 
East, the Korean war and therefore the main- 
tenance of the Korean cemetery. Reiterating 
Russian adherence to the General Assembly 
resolution renouncing force and the recogni- 
tion of the rights of self-defense, of regaining 
seized territories, of colonial peoples seeking 
independence, he blandly explained that the 
little trouble in Czechoslovakia in 1968 came 
from the Russian agreement to. help the Czechs 
resist "external" interferences. He lambasted 
the U.S. for trying to cut its assessment but 
shrugged over unpaid Russian bills declared 
binding by the International Court of Justice. 


Safronchuk also chided the U.S. for being the 


lone abstainer — there were no nays — to a 
resolution, initiated by Russia for a worldwide 
disarmament conference. In that field, as 
described by William Epstein, chief of the 
Disarmament Affairs Division, there is con- 
stant effort to get avway from the "sophisticated 
insanity" of the arms race. Pointing out that the 
first resolution ever adopted by the infant U.N. 
was to seek control of nuclear weapons, Ep- 
stein said it was still the major aim. As much as 
small wars are to be deplored, those fought with 
conventional weapons do not threaten the 
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Revolutionaries

"black leader" from Newark and the 
author of some quite vicious anti- 


Semitic doggerel. Why should he be 
asked to speak to the National Council? 
Well, the justification would probably 
be, he represents a distinctive, "Third 
World" viewpoint. To this one can say 
that the National Council should go for 
the original rather than the carbon 
copy: they should invite President 
Amin of Uganda to tell them how, 
drawing on Hitler's treatment of the 
Jews (which he praised to the skies), He 
disposed'Of his Asian minority. 


'When in doubt, shoot..' 


In point of fact, except as it has been 


merchandised in the United States, 
there is no "Third World" philosophy 
except perhaps the motto: "When in 
doubt, shoot the opposition." To say 
this is not to deny that Baraka (Jones), 
and the recently returned Stokely Car- 
michael, have a right to hustle their 
ideological patent medicine. It is rather 
to question the wisdom of those who 
pay any attention (or large lecture fees) 
to them. 


There is an old American adage.'that 


the minute a political speaker starts 
talking about his conscience, you count 
the silver. The minute he starts as- 
sailing the moral standing of his 
audience, you put the silver in the safe. 
What this reflects is not cynicism, but-a 
realization that authentic moralists 
rarely put on public displays of self- 
righteousness. 


It is inconceivable, for instance, that

Berwanger, 58, whose demand for a 


$12,500 contract as pro football's first 
draft pick ever in 1936 was scoffed at, 
said Rodgers is a great player and that 
an earlier brush with the law should 
have been no factor in the Nebraska 
star's selection. 
- A member of college football's Hall of 
Fame, Berwanger commented: 


The spirit of giving that goes with the 


Christmas season has been put into 
practice in a special way by Kimberly's 
Elmer VanderVelden for about 20 
years. 


The 56-year-old coach has volun- 


teered his time to Holy Name Grade 
School teams since the early '50s. Dur- 
ing those first years of coaching, Van-

-'contingents. About eight years ago, 
'football was discontinued, but -Elmer 
stayed on as cage coach. 


"I like to watch the kids make

by the famed Amos Alonzo Stagg. 


As a 6-foot, 195-pounder, Berwanger 


also was a deadly tackling safety or. 
defense and a superb blocker playing 60 
minutes a game for a Maroon team 
which won only 11 of 24 games from 
1933 through 1935. 


The victories the Maroons did score 


against powerful Big Ten opposition 
mainly were achieved single-handedly 
by Berwanger. Fronted by a mediocre 
line, Berwanger had an amazing 
collegiate record. 


f In 23 games, he scored 22 touchdowns 
a'nd booted 20 conversions for 152 
points. 


Often hauling half the opposition on 


his back, Berwanger carried 439 times 
for 1,839 yards, and he hit on 50 of 146 
passes for 921 yards. 


While punting 223 times for a 37.3- 


yard average, pinpointing 80 out of 
bounds, Berwanger returned 20 punts 
for 207»yards. He also kicked off 31 times 
for a 46.3 yard average and returned 34 
kickoffs for a notable 25.7 average. 


Small wonder Berwanger notes of 


present day football: "They're 
specialists now and get a lot of rest 
during a game. Yes, they're bigger and 
faster now, but they can run at full speed 
because they're not in the game that 
much. 


"As a result, we have a much better 


game today. But I don't think they're 
having any more fun than ws did." 


Shortly after Berwanger's final 


college game, smashing 112 yards from 
scrimmage against Illinois—twice the 
yardage of the entire Illini backfield, the 
Maroon Iron Man was drafted by the 
Philadelphia Eagles. 


That historic first pro draft choice 


was sold immediately to the Chicago 
Bears, then as now owned bv George 
Halas. 


"Halas and I didn't talk much and 


when I asked $25,000 for a two-year 
contract, that broke off negotiations 
completely," recalled Berwanger. 


"I had no regrets then, but if I was 


getting out of school today I'd be play- 
ing pro football. I couldn't afford not to 
play with the way that big money is 
waved around now at college stars. 


"But in my day, the depression was

"I never blamed Halas for passing me

"According to estimates by the Na-

"The paper industry's total invest- 


ment in pollution control facilities and 
equipment now amounts to more than 
$1.5 billion.

' There are many sources of help for

; But what does Mrs. Berg suggest for 
»the married woman who finds, herself 
'unhappily pregnant? Most of these 
'.women have'not been careless about 
; birth control, and have conscientiously 
• tried to prevent pregnancy. But even 
'the most reliable methods sometimes 
'Jail, and the less reliable ones (even 
•though they may be prescribed by the 
woman's own physician) often do. 


What can the distraught married 


mother do? Unfortunately, she really 
has only two choices. She can have the 
child, which may put excessive finan- 
cial strain upon her family, or worse 
yet, put unbearable emotional strain 
upon her, her other children and hus- 
band. Or she can have an abortion (and 


it is estimated that at least 50 per cent 
of abortions are requested by married 
women.) 


I used to believe, too, that abortion 


was an unpardonable act and that the 
least a pregnant woman could do was 
to bear the child and allow it to be 
placed with a loving family. 


But can Mrs. Berg suggest any way, 


in our present society, that this can 
possibly be done by a married woman? 
Can she suggest anw way to do this 
(short of going to Europe, etc. for six 
months and keeping it secret) for a 
married woman, her husband and 
children to avoid the incredible scandal 
that would result from giving up the 
child? 


It is very easy to say "I would never 


have an abortion under any circum- 
stances." Perhaps not. But work in an 
obstetrician's office for a while, observe 
the overwhelming agony, the destruc- 
tion of families and of marriages, 
caused by some of these unwanted 
pregnancies. 


Certainly an embryo or fetus is a 


potential human being from any stage 
after conception on, and its destruction 
is a grave matter. But the destruction of 
the family unit is a grave matter. Also 
until absolutely fool-proof methods of 
contraception are found, abortion will, 
I feel, unfortunately, be necessary.

Two years for murder

Within the last six to twelve months 


it has become fairly common to pick up 
any newspaper and read about a law 
enforcement officer being shot and 
fatally wounded. The most recent 
shooting in Wisconsin was of the state 
-trooper Donald Pederson. This shoot- 
ing was of the utmost interest and 
importance to me for my husband is 
presently starting his career with the 
•State Patrol At this time he is a Motor 
Vehicle Inspector but within a year or 
two he too will be a State Trooper. 


Donald Pederson was summoned to 


an accident on Old Princeton Road in 
Green Lake County. As Officer Peder- 
.son arrived, he did not know the 
severity of the accident nor the extent 
of injuries, if any. While walking 
toward the car to assist any injured 
persons, he was shot and killed. A six- 
teen year old Princeton youth shot him 
simply because he had received a 
speeding citation earlier in the evening 
from Pederson. The youth was tried in 
adult court but was convicted of only 
second degree murder. What is even 
more amazing is the sentence this 
young man received. He will be eligible 
for parole in less than two years. The 
jury must have felt very sympathetic 
toward this boy as he approached the 
•stand with his Princeton letter jacket 


on. It is just a shame that the jury didn't 
also have an opportunity to see Peder- 
son's widow and two children. 


The legislature passes laws and more 


laws providing $50,000 or $100,000 for 
widows of law enforcement officers 
shot in the line of duty but as far as I'm 
concerned no amount of money could 
begin to replace my husband. I would 
feel much more at ease if I knew of 
legislation being passed to help prevent 
the murder of law enforcement officers 
rather than a monetary replacement. 


I find it almost impossible to believe 


that this young man will probably be 
out on the streets in two years. Men 
have been sentenced to twenty and 
even thirty years for simply robbing a 
grocery store to help feed a hungry 
family. These men have hurt no one but 
themselves. They have left no widow 
and children. I'm afraid the courts in 
this country 
need some drastic 


changes. 


I just hope and pray that I am not the 


next Mrs. Donald Pederson with a 
family to raise alone. Something must 
be done now to prevent this terrible 
tragedy from happening again. 


My husband and hundreds like him 


are on the roads trying to protect each 
and everyone of you. Don't you think 
we should do something to protect 
them!

Doctors look at snowmobile Injuries 


MARSHFIELD — "This patient was 


riding a snowmobile at 60 miles per 
hour one night when he fell off and his 
foot caught in the stirrup." 


X-rays of broken legs flashed onto 


the big screen. 


First of three parts 


Dr. George Pratt continued. "This 


little girl was killed when a clutch 
fragmented." Another color slide —The 
girl's chest was ripped open. She had 
been sitting just ahead of her father on 
a snowmobile. 


Other doctors had more pictures. 


There was one of a spleen that had 
ruptured when the snowmobile driver 
was hurled against the steering bars. 
There was one of a brain being repaired 
by doctors. There was one of a face so 
grotesque that a woman in the 
audience turned away. Barbed wire had 
torn the snowmobiler's mouth back to 
his ears. 


From morning to night doctors, 


legislators and people who know a lot 
about snowmobiles talked about the 
hazards of the nation's newest and 
fastest growing winter sport. 


And they talked about how to make 


it less hazardous. 


The symposium, "The Snowmobile: 


Pleasure or Pain," was sponsored by 
the Marshfield Clinic Foundation. State 
officials, representatives of the snow- 
mobile industry, snowmobile clubs and 
dealers, legislators and members of the 
medical profession were invited. The 
daylong dialogue could result in laws, 
guidelines, better protective equipment 
and other measures aimed at making 
snowmobiling safer, foundation leaders 
hoped. 


In large pan because ine snowrnobilc 


is a relatively recent phenomenon, 
there have been few medical studies 
into health and safety problems it has 
brought. And study findings from one 
part of the county may have little sig- 
nificance to another area because if the 
geography is different, so is the way a 


snowmobile is operated and the way 
and extent a snowmobiler is injured. 


Four doctors, two cf them from Wis- 


consin and one each from Minnesota 
and Michigan, discussed findings of 
their studies at the symposium. 


Hailed as the most extensive Mid- 


west study into snowmobile related 
injuries was that by Independent 
Snowmobile Medical Research, headed 
by Dr. Larry Sell of Manistique, Mich.

The 1971-'72 study of 224 cases 


enlisted the cooperation of 29 doctors 
and five hospitals, covering 13,000 
square miles of Upper Michigan and 
Northern Minnesota, the areas of 
highest snowmobile density in the 
United States and Canada. 


The team used information from ac- 


cident reports and hospital records. 
But, while most other researchers have 


stopped there, the team also went to the 
accident scenes, photographed crash 
sites, damaged machines and injured 
snowmobilers and interviewed victims. 
Machines and terrain also figured 
prominently. 


Dr. Pratt, one of the first Wisconsin 


doctors to become actively concerned 
with the rising snowmobile injury rate, 
presented results of four seasons of 
watching 375 patients who went 
through the emergency room at St. 
Mary Hospital, Rhinelander. 


A study involving 267 persons in- 


jured in snowmobile accidents during 
two seasons in the Duluth, Minn., area 
was reviewed by Dr. James Monge and 
the results of a two-year study of 164 


presented by Dr. David Ottensmeyer, 
neurosurgeon and clinic president and 
Dr. Richard Peters, an oral surgeon. 


Their independent studies revealed 


many similar findings. For that reason, 
Sell's findings will be cited, so far as 
they are representative of study results 


presented by the other doctors at the 
symposium. 


Sell found that the average snow- 


mobile injury victim was a 27-year-old 
man with three years of riding 
experience. Seventy-seven per cent of 
the people injured were men, but the 
injury rate for women and children 
climbed on weekends 


It's a mistaken belief that most 


snowmobile accidents occur after the 
taverns close, Sell said Weekend ac- 
cidents are likely to occur between 2 
and 6 p.m. and on weeknights, between 
6 and 10 p.m. The smallest number of 
accidents occurred Tuesdays. None of 
the 224 persons surveyed by Sell's team 
was injured between 2 a.m. and 6 a.m.

Then I saw it.

terned after the Plains Rifle of the early 
Mountain Men. It was shorter than the 
Pennsylvania Rifle and had a walnut 
half-stock similar to modern rifles. The 
curved buttplate and 
cheekpiece 


nestled up to my face and the sights 
held "right on." 


I felt just like Jim Bridger and Sam 


Houston rolled into one. 


Of course getting the rifle was only 


the start. Then came the powder horn, 
percussion caps, a mold for making 
round balls, powder measure, nipple 
wrench, bullet starter and "possibles" 
bag to carry the gear. 


With a last look at the catalogue of 


deerskin shirts and at least a wistful 
thought about coonskin hats, I started 
on the Great Hunt. 


Stealthily I crunched along on layers 


of crackling oak leaves to reach a 
ndge-top deer stand in the dim morning 
light. Within 15 minutes I was rewarded 
when another hunter came grunting 
and groaning to the same place pulling 
an 8-point buck that he'd shot on the 
spot minutes before I'd arrived. Low 
and behold, he also was carrying a 
muzzle-loader. 


Awful wretch that he was the hunter 


had failed the Supreme Test. When he 
spotted the buck he hauled out a 308 
automatic with telescope sight instead 
of depending on the trusty "old-timer."

I'd returned to my "stand," and was

Only the deer didn't show up. 
Instead it sneaked quietly away 


through a low spot in the ground that 
shouldn't have been there. 


Then there was the buck that ran 


across the road. It was a nice-sized 
spike buck and patient. My partner 
(who also was hunting with a front-end 
loader) and I set a record for loading the 
rifles as we leaped from the car onto the 
woods trail. But despite the booms, the 
buck sort of toddled away. 


The next day the Hunt started 


differently. I overslept. Still, the echo of 
crackling oak leaves marked my tread 
in the wilds at 10 a.m. By noon I'd "still 
hunted," enough to know a couple of 
oaks quite well. The Whitetails stayed 
hidden. 


The pay-off came at about 2 p.m. I 


was waiting patiently under an oak 
watching an open spot sure to attract a 
deer. Then, to my right, a doe stepped 
from a thick tangle of alder and dog- 
wood. Ignoring me completely it start- 
ed browsing. Carefully I dropped my 
heavy chopper's mitt and started to 
raise the rifle only to find I couldn't 
twist enough to get a good shot. The 
deer heard me. Another one appeared 
behind the first Both looked at the 
noise.

Some thoughts on Christmas trees

A man who has been giving advice 


about Christmas trees for years will help 
select your tree this year. 


Alex Dickson of the New York State 


Cooperative Extension Service, Cornell 
University, is a specialist and he 
trimmed my literary tree. He reminds 
that tradition and folklore have 
glorified evergreen and coniferous trees 
and that the Christmas tree still has 
great religious significance although 
the origin of much of its symbolism has 
been obscured by time 


Hessian soldiers are credited with 


bringing the idea of the Christmas tree 
to this country at the time of the 
Revolutionary War. But growing them 
specifically for useat Christmas was not 
taken seriously until after World War II. 


Here are Dickson's thoughts 
1 All pines hold their needles 


well—even better than firs. Scotch pine, 
not Balsam fir, is the most popular 
Christmas tree in both New York State 
and the United States. 


2. Buy a fresh tree, which will keep its 


needles longer The drying of a tree is 
indicated by the dropping of preen 
needles Brown or yellow needles drop 
because of natural aging processes 


3 Two-thirds taper of a tree is 


generally accepted as a desirable shape 
Actually, a 50 per cent taper would be 
very narrow 


4 There should be a "handle" se\ era! 


inches long to provide good anchorage 
and to soak up water The stump is what 
is left in the ground Handle designates 
the basal part of the Christmas tree stem 
that tits into a stand. 


5 Research has shown conclusively 


that sugar and aspirin, used in solution 
with water in which the tree is kept, do 
not benefit the tree in any way 


6 Finally, spruce and hemlock do not 


make very good greens for indoor use 


Christmas trees kept in a water 


reservoir not only will stay green and 
fresh longer but w i l l thus have fire 
protection Be sure there is ample water 
in the bucket

Our annual squirrel battle begins 


BY CLARA HUSSONG 


Most of us who feed birds in winter 


don't really hate squirrels, although to 
hear us tell about our annual battles 
with them it might seem so. We just 
wish they wouldn't take over every 


Outdoors Wisconsin 


feeder which they can possibly enter 
and there dine exclusively on rich, oily 
sunflower seeds, leaving the rest for the 
birds. 


Of course there are squirrel-proof 


feeders, those mounted on metal poles, 
or t>n wooden poles equipped with 
squirrel guards. These guards are long, 
tight-fitting metal sheaths or sleeves, or 
a flared collar about half-way up. This 
allows the squirrel to climb just so high 
but-no higher. 


But even these are not always 100 per 


cent efficient. We are advised to put our 
feeders next to a tree or shrub, so that a 
startled bird can find a safe perching 
spot near by. Squirrels often climb the 
tree or bush and from low-hanging 
branches drop down on the feeder. 


For the last few years I've been put- 


ting out bird food on a rough lumber 


home-made table set in a sheltered "L" 
of my house. A bedroom wall shelters it 
on the east side, and a sunroom wall on 
the north. There is a big elm on the west 
side of this niche. 


This year I put the table directly 


beneath the sunroorn window which ' 
overlooks this spot. I left off the storm 
window, so that on a cold and stormy 
day I need only to open the window, 
sweep the table and set out the food. 


I had seen no squirrels in my yard 


during the late summer and early au- 
tumn. Good, I thought, this year I can 
feed birds without having squirrels eat 
up all the goodies, leaving only husks 
and small seeds for the birds. But a few 
days after I started feeding, they were 
back, up to their old tricks. Yelling at 
them, or waving towels through the 
window just scared them up the big elm 
for a few minutes, and they would be 
back. 


One day I had a big idea. I stuck a 


long-handled dust rnop through the 
window with the mop part hanging 
over the table and the handle wedged 
between window and sill. That kept 
them away — and 1 thought all was 
well. But a few hours later they were 


back at the foot of the tree looking up 
at the mop. I waggled the mop at them, 
and away they scampered again, but it 
wasn't long before they were brave 
enough to sit on the table right under 
the mop. 


Of course the mop kept birds away 


too, but I had planned to use it only 
long enough to scare the squirrels away 
for good. But they didn't scare that 
easy. To help the birds out I- had been 
scattering seeds at the edge of the 
terrace (an unroofed cement-floored 
"porch") in front of my house. Birds 
that came to feed here included 
sparrows, chickadees, both the white 
breasted 
and 
the 
red-breasted 


nuthatches, juncosfblue jays, and one 
day only, five mourning doves. 


Just today I've set an old worn-out, 


metal-legged card table on the terrace, 
far enough away from the railing sc 
that squirrels can't leap from railing 
edge to table. I might have to wait days 
and days before anything except 
sparrows come to feed on it, I thought, 
but luckily I was wrong. 
Two 


chickadees and a nuthatch came to it 
within 10 minutes.

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Prepare wisely fbr retirement

"We're not yet retired," wrote a 


woman from Detroit, Mich., "but are 
nearing the time and will appreciate it if 
you will mention in a column just what 
some retirees could have done 
differently while the paycheck was 
coming in." 


Oh, brother, what an opportunity! 
If only more people would ask what 


this woman (who wrote anonymously) 
did, there would be more happiness 
among the legions of senior citizens. 


The answer is money. While no one 


ever actually spells it out, it is there in 
one form or another in most of the 
thousands of letters this column has 
received from readers. 


Most people fail to plan for re- 


tirement in the days when 
the 


paycheck is still coming in. Once in 
retirement, they are pinched financially 
by higher living costs. Some have to 
turn to welfare to get by. 


In short, they fail to put anything 


aside for their later years. They think 
Social Security will see them through 
without actually knowing what their 
benefits will be. Some just can't save 
due to personal tragedies, and they are 
to be pitied. 


Many Social Security benefits are 


pitifully small. The increases provided 
for low bracket earners in the new 
Social Security law will help, but not 
enough. 


Everyone needs his own nest egg and 


the sooner it is created in one's active 
years the bigger it will be. It should be 
started before the age of 40, not when 
one retires. Then it is too late. 


Just before the dawn of the day of 


retirement, many begin to wonder 
what Social Security will do for them. 
Hundreds have written this column 
saying, "I have paid the maximum since 
Social Security started. What will I 
receive?" 


Have they actually 
paid 
the 


maximum? Their letters indicate they 
haven't. They think they have because 
a deduction has been made from every 
paycheck. 


The wage earner who paid the 


maximum this year was taxed 5.2 per 
cent on the first $9,000 of his earnings. 
If he didn't earn $9,000, he didn't pay 
the maximum. Next year's rate will be 
5.85 per cent on the first $10,800. In 1974 
it will be on $12,000. 


Every person working under Social 


Security should know exactly where he 
stands, and it is not difficult to find out 
at any time. Just remember, no one 
actually cares about you but yourself. 


By the same token what do you know 


about your employer's pension plan? 
Do you have a vested interest in it in 
the event you leave your job for 
another, or is your pension washed 
down the drain? 


Suppose you have worked for a 


company up to 25 years or more and get 
a better offer elsewhere. If leaving 
teeans forfeiting your,jreasip.n, you 
should have second thoughts. You 
should weigh all angles carefully to be 
sure the new job isn't actually costing 
you money. 


Even so, no one should have to 


depend entirely on a pension and Social 
Security. A personal program of sav- 
ings means more for a number of 
reasons, not the least of which is the 
personal discipline it takes to save 
money. 


Money saved will show a profit 


whereas money spent is gone forever,

study were being towed on sleds. 


Twenty-two per cent of the patients 


required hospitalization. While Sell did 
not compute the average length of 
hospitalization for his cases, Peters 
found that the average was 13 days for 
the 40 patients who were confined in 
his 164 cases. 


All of the doctors emphasized that in 


many cases involving serious injuries, 
there were long periods of convales- 
cence at home. In a few cases, there 
was permanent disability. 


The lower leg was the 
most 


frequently injured part of the snow- 
mobiler's body (accounting for 42 per 
cent of all injuries), Sell found. 


Back injuries, which are most often 


associated 
with snowmobiling, ac- 


counted for only 7 per cent of the total, 
Sell said. 


Most of the back inj uries were strains 


resulting from loading and unloading 
the machines. Less than one per cent of 
the total injuries were compression 
fractures, he said. The other doctors 
also reported low incidences of back 
injuries. 


The head and neck are the second 


most frequently injured part of the 
snowmobiler's body (26 per cent in 
Sell's study). But it is the head injury 
that is most apt to be fatal. Of all 
snowmobiling deaths in the United 
States last season, 75 per cent resulted 
from head and neck injuries. 


Sell found that the more experienced 


the snowmobiler, the less likely he was 
to be injured. Sixty-three per cent of 
the injured persons he surveyed had 
from one to five years of experience. 
Twenty-three per cent had less than 
one year and 17 per cent had six or 
more years. 


Most of the injuries occurred while 


the snowmobile was stopped or moving 
very slowly and when it was going very 
fast. As might be expected, the injuries 
were more serious in the high-speed 
accidents. 


Sell said that, contrary to previous 


studies, high machine horsepower 
doesn't appear to be a factor in injuries. 
The average size of the snowmobile 
chat figured in the injury accident 
he studied was 388 c.c., abot 
horsepower. 


Next—Why do injuries occur? 


often with nothing tangible to show for 
it. 


The Detroit housewife who asked the 


question now has her answer. If she and 
her husband lack money for retirement, 
it is up to them to try and do something 
about it while there is still time. 


The other side of the coin was given 


by a Mrs. L.S., of Dearborn, Michigan. 


A time to live 


She and her husband own two 
Michigan properties, clear of debt, and 
are paying on a third — a three 
bedroom house in Florida. They also 
have some rather large annual liabili- 
ties. 


On the Florida house they have a 


$6.000 mortgage they are paying off at 
the rate of $73.15 a month at 4Vi per 
cent interest —glory be! From rental of 
the home they receive $108 a month; 
taxes on all three properties amount to 
about $900 a year. And then there are 
insurance and upkeep costs. 


They also have a 19-year-old 


daughter they are fully supporting in 
college. 


But Mrs. L.S. is worried. Her hus- 


band, 61, plans to retire in a year from 
his job with one of the Big Three au- 
tomobile manufacturers. His income 
after retirement, she said, will be $100 a 
month (whether from his pension or 
Social Security, she did not say). 


"I worry," her letter said, "we will not 


make ends meet and will go through 
our savings before he is 65." 


If $100 will be his total income, she 


has a right to worry. With their liabili- 
ties, it will require an income of more 
than $300 a month to keep their savings 
intact. Neither can get Medicare until 
65. That means some plan of hospital 
and medical insurance, which no one 
can afford to be without. 


She did not mention the amount of 


their savings, but it would appear theirs 
is an instance of being "property poor." 
They should decide where they expect 
to live in retirement and act accord- 
ingly. 


If it is Florida, they might-consider 


selling their Michigan properties or, 
vice versa, if they want to stay in 


Michigan. Their banker will advise

Sneaky wea 
cause road problems

Most people are well aware of the 


danger of driving in a snowstorm or 
venturing out on slick or slushy roads. 
But what about those sneaky weather 
situations where you leave home when 
it's raining and the temperature is af ew 
degrees above freezing? 


Before you've gone very far, the 


temperature starts dropping but you 
don't notice anything because it's still

raining, and rain can continue to tallv 
even when the temperatures are in the 
mid-twenties. , 


Under these circumstances, the 


precipitation is called freezing rain 
even though the droplets don't freeze 
until they come in contact with an 
object, like the surface of a highway. 


Air temperature can drop very 


quickly, and if you're not alert to the 
possibility, you may not realize until 
you need to apply your brakes that the 


"wet" road you're driving on is really 
covered with an icy glaze. 


You're in another hazardous situa-", 


tion when you're driving in snow 
flurries with the temperature near 
freezing and traffic is not too heavy. In 
this case, the snow may first melt on t 
the road, then re-freexe into a glaze. - 


Theh, too, you might drive for miles 


on a nice dry highway and suddenly. ., 
find yourself on a slippery bridge or~J 
overpass. This situation occurs because- 
air can pass both over and under a- - 
bridge, cooling it from both sides. In the,, 
meantime, roadways may be receiving, , 
warmth from the ground beneath them. _

Therefore, the temperature of the* -

benefit than a threat." 


Slowly and surely the wolves have 


seemed to vanish even here from their 
last northern stronghold. Holger 
echoes comments of other Department 
of Natural Resources experts. "It's too 
bad we have to be so low on them. 
They're a beautiful animal." 


Burton Dahlberg is a DNR staff 


specialist at Spooner. Like Holger he 
feels the Timber Wolf has a niche in 
Wisconsin's wilderness population, but 
doubts that there are enough wolves in 
the state to ever stage a comeback. 


Putting the Timber wolf on the list of 


protected animals in 1957 was "a token, 
sort of a salute to the wolf," says Dahl- 
berg. That same year the last wolf 
found by officials at the Spooner sta- 
tion was killed by a car in northern 
Bayfield County. 


"We had been keeping track of that 


wolf for several years," says Dahlberg. 
Now tracks seldom are found. Oc- 
casionally sightings are reported from 
Vilas, Oneida, Iron, Ashland, Bayfield 
and Douglas counties, but it is seldom 
that such reports can be verified. 


Mostly that's because the wolves 


have been crowded from their northern 
ranges by men who have pierced the 
wild lands with roads and now pene- 
trate timberlands even in winter. "A 
snowmobile goes by every 15 minutes 
now," says Danlberg. 


Man has changed the woodland and 


the wolf has retreated. Wolves run a 
circuit probably extending up to 100 
miles and require 50 to 60 square miles 
of virtual wilderness if they are to 
survive. 


Even large state and national forests 


do not contain enough wilderness to 
satisfy such needs. "It would be nice to 
have a few Timbers around," says Chet 
Botwinski, DNR area game manager at 
Woodruff. As a game manager he 
thinks the Timber Wolf is valuable. But 
there is little hope for its return. 


Clifford Wiita is the department area 


game manager at Park Falls. He's one 
of the few men who have actually seen 
a timber wolf. That was when he was in 
high school in 1945 in Iron County. 


In 1960 Wiita found a track of a wolf • 


in southeast Ashland County. The paw • 
print was about four and three-quarters 
inches wide and long. 


It was a loner apparently, perhaps 


passing through the territory, or possi-; 
bly an isolated resident wandering 
silently, accidently touching the edge 
of civilization. 


Probably it was one of the last. They- 


appear to be vanishing. Many feel as

WASHINGTON (AP) - Come 


summer, tourists can glimpse the Old 
West and the new and at the same time, 
trace the birth-to-retirement surround- 
ings of a former president in the LBJ 
territory of Texas. 


Lyndon B. Johnson donated more 


than 200 acres of the LBJ Ranch in the 
state's hill country to the public last 
week, and the National Park Service is 
well along with plans for showing it off 
as an example of a modern working 
ranch. 


Thirty-six head of registered cattle, 


the nucleus of a herd, will be grazing on 
the slopes, and crops will spread across 
the landscape. 


The park service is paying Johnson 


between $25,000 and $35,000 for the 
cattle and has hired his foreman, Dale 
Malachek, and five ranchhands to 
oversee the operation and to supervise 
some details at the contrasting Old West 
ranch. 


That 47-acre tract 15 miles away in 


Johnson City was used by Johnson's 
grandfather as a cattle-drive quarters in 
the 1880s. It will be reconstructed to 
show such OJd West enterprises as 
blacksmithing 
and 
perhaps 


saddlemaking. 


"We think it's going to be a hell of an 


experience for people," said one park 
service employe who has dealt with the 
ranch transition. 


He credited outgoing park service 


Director George Hartzog with per- 


suading Johnson to donate the land and 
promise another gift of up to 500 acres 
later so there could be a unified plan to 
show the public how the nation's first 
president from the Southwest grew up, 
prospered and retired. 


Johnson's boyhood home and his 


birthplace already have been declared 
national historical monuments by 
Congress and 668,000 persons have 
visited them since 1970. 


The addition of the ranch home and 


the ranching and farming headquarters, 
the grandfather's old-time ranch and 
the one-room school Johnson once at- 
tended will make a presidential package 
unlike any in the country, the park 
service said. 


"Johnson is the only president we've- 


had up to now who has his birthplace, 
his ancestors, his boyhood home, his 
principal nonpolitical vocation, his 
Texas White House and then his retire- 
ment home and his cemetery all 
within 15 miles," said Charles Boatner, a 
park service official stationed in Fort 
Worth, Tex., who has supervised the 
transition. 


"It'll be a great deal better than run- 


ning up and down the Potomac trying to 
chase George Washington—and we'll 
have the authentic things," he added. 


As the park service envisions it, visit- 


ors will reach the LBJ Ranch, the 
birthplace and the one-room school via 
bus tours so there will be no opportunity 
for the curious to meander off the trail 
and ring the Johnsons' doorbell. 


Old steam locomotive 
returns to northwoods 


RHINELANDER, Wis. (AP) — A 


steam locomotive formerly used in 
Northern Wisconsin logging operations 
is returning to the northwoods after a 
long working vacation in Mexico. 


The narrow gauge engine was built in 


1925 bv the Baldwin Locomotive Works 
for the now-defunct Thunder Lake 
Lumber Co. of the Rhinelander area. 


It was sold in 1941 to a mining com- 


pany in Mexico, and has been in use 
there ever since. 


Negotiations to acquire the loco- 


motive for the Rhinelander Logging 
Museum began eight years ago. It was 
offered to the museum this spring, but 
the museum didn't have enough money 
to buy it. 


Now, however, money to acquire the 


engine and transport it to Rhinelander is 


being donated by parties who wish to 
remain anonymous. 


The engine will take the place of 


another locomotive that has been on 
display outside the museum. That one, 
not in as good condition as the one 
coming from Mexico is reported to be, 
will be sent back to Colorado, where it 
was formerly used in mining. 


Arrangements for the switch were 


made in negotiations involving Barbara 
Kabel, curator of the logging museum, 
Cornelious Hauck, trustee of the 
Colorado Railroad Historical Founda- 
tion, and Harvey Houston, Sante Fe 
Railroad official. 


Mrs. Kabel said the locomotive would 


be transported by flatcar from 
Chihuahua, Mexico, to Rhinelander, 
and was expected to arrive in about ten 
days. 


Motorists urged to 
use winter caution 


Street and highway maintenance 


crews are doing their utmost to cut 
down the dangers imposed on mo- 
torists during bad weather, says John 
Radcliffe, the governor's highway 
safety coordinator. 


"Cooperating with these weather- 


fighters are the state, county and local 
traffic law enforcement officers, who 
must be on duty to patrol roadways, 
direct traffic, untangle tie-ups and 
investigate accidents," he added. 


"The jobs of these safety crews 


would be made a lot easier if all drivers 
will exercise extraordinary care in 
meeting the extraordinary hazards 
presented 
by unusual weather," 


Radcliffe pointed out. 


The state safety coordinator urged all 


motorists to be especially on guard in 
approaching intersections, highway- 
rail crossings, bridges, and overpasses 
and underpasses. 


"On snow-packed surfaces, the con- 


stant braking of preceding vehicles 
often makes approaches to cross-roads 
slippery," Radcliffe warned. 


"When other portions of the highway- 


are dry, there may be frost on bridge 
surfaces or ice patches in shaded 
areas," he added. 


"Every safety-minded motorist pays 


extra attention during winter to 
weather reports appearing in his news- 
paper and broadcast on radio and TV," 
Radcliffe stressed. "It's a habit that 


-vs off in knowing what to plan for in 


your driving experiences in winter," he 
concluded. 


Here are six winter driving safety tips 


offered by Radcliffe: 


— Fit your driving to changing con- 


ditions. Winterize your car, winterize 
your driving techniques, and determine 
that by your safe driving you will avoid 
becoming the cause of traffic tie-ups 
and accidents. 


—Operate with good tires. Make sure 


your tires have good treads. National 
Safety Council tests in Wisconsin have 
proved snow tires provide added trac- 
tion on snow and ice. For tough emer- 
gencies, better have tire chains in your 
trunk for use to give needed traction. 


— Keep windshield and windows 


clear. If your wipers are streaking, 
replace dried-out rubber blades with 
new equipment. Make sure heater and 
defroster are in good shape. 


— Get the "feel" of the road. Try 


brakes gingerly while driving slowly to 
learn "what it takes" to move safely. 
Adjust speed accordingly. 


— Follow at a safe distance. Increase 


the length of your "moving living 
room" on the road. Let that room be big 
enough to maneuver safely. 


— Pump your brakes. To stop 


straight on snow while maintaining 
steering control, use a fast up-and- 
down motion. Jamming brakes is risky, 
since it can lock wheels and throw your 
vehicle into a dangerous skid.

an easy, relaxing walk in the 
woods. Gather a bundle of dried 
sticks, making sure you have a 
variety of sizes, and fill your 
pockets with dried pine cones.

refreshed and ready to begin creat- 
ing one of an unlimited number of 
designs for your mobile. Choose the 
most interesting branches, but 
remember to arrange them by size, 
saving a long and sturdy one for the

top beam. Your second and third 
layers must consist of beams short 
enough not to collide or tangle the 
pine cones. 


For a basic design, you'll need 


seven sticks and ten pine cones. For 
the most appealing, natural look, 
leave the branches unsanded and 
do not remove the interesting, 
smaller twigs. Arrange your pieces 
on a table, planning for a well- 
balanced look. Place one pine cone 
beneath one end of each of the four 
smaller branches. The remaining 
two cones should be placed in the 
center, to be suspended from the 
top beam. 


To hang the pine cones, cut 


generous lengths of black thread. 
Tie or twist a thread to the top of 
each pine cone and put it back in its 
place on the table. This way, you 
can maintain your design. Now, 
beginning from the bottom, tie the 
end of each thread to the end of the 
branch directly above it. Keep the 
thread as long as the distance you 
have planned between the cones 
and beams. Clip the loose ends as 
you go. 


Proper balancing is no trick if 


you start at the BOTTOM. Each 
small section must be balanced 
before you can attach it to the 
larger mobile. After your eight pine 
cones are fastened, you have four 
small constructions. Pick up each 
one and find the pivot point by 
balancing each beam on your 
finger. Tie another length of thread 
at the point where your finger rests. 
Do this with each of your four sec- 
tions. 


Next, tie each of the four threads 


from the bottom beams to the ends 
of the two beams above them. 
Follow 
the 
same 
balancing 


procedure with these two "mini 
mobiles" and attach the last two 
pine cones to the top beam at the 
points you have chosen. 


To balance the entire construc- 


tion, hold the top branch on your 
fingertip and tie a double thread at 
that point for a strong, mam sup- 
port. 


Wood and other heavy materials 


are generally easy to balance. Your 
woodland mobile should glide fnc- 
tionless

Vegetable garden 
making comeback

In case you haven't looked lately, 


backyard gardens are flourishing as 
they haven't since Victory Vegetables 
were served during World War II. 


Whether it's a backyard rebellion 


against high prices, or the need to relate 
to such things of the earth as reassure 
the gardeners that all is still right with 
the world, next summer promises such 
an abundance of home grown red 
tomatoes, yellow corn, green beans, 
white onions . . . as haven't been har- 
vested in 30 years. 


Whatever psychiatrists want to 


make of this march back to the soil, the 
important thing is that millions are 
spending less time chasing rainbows in 
the automobile and kneeling, instead, 
to count the blossoms on a meandering 
cucumber vine. 


It's a resurrection! Where quack 


grass once suffocated the soil, tne 
tender green leaves of lettuce sparkle 
with morning dew, and corn tassels 
turn to golden silk in the sun. 


It all started quietly several years 


ago, and then suddenly gained such 
momentum that one of the largest seed 
companies called it a "phenomenon." 
Their sale of seeds in 1972 increased as 
much as 50 per cent, and even in New 
York City a farm and garden nursery 
announced: "We've sold more vegeta- 
ble seeds than ever before in 35 years of 
business." Add to that 2,000 inquiries 
addressed to a New Jersey university 
agriculture station which had been 
accustomed to 150, and you know it's a 
real revolution. 


Conservative estimates are that in 


five years the number of backyard gar- 
dens in this country has tripled! I 
believe it. Friends who never so much 
as tended a house plant are going to 
grow gardens next spring When I 
asked them why, economy they 
claimed had nothing to do with it 
Quality of the product and ecological 
considerations were the principal 
reasons they gave for raising their own 
squash, their own radishes. 


I don't know why I should be so 


heartened by this turn of events, unless 


it is that I had begun to despair. Unless 
I had begun to feel that all the world 
had gone glass and concrete crazy and 
now here, suddenly, was resounding 
and refreshing evidence that millions 
not only still retained a love for the 
earth, but were determined to make it a 
rewarding affair. 


I don't know how much money an 


average householder saves by cultivat- 
ing a garden. (One housewife who 
canned and froze vegetables and fruit 
estimated it was more than $300.) 
What's more, I don't really care. 


What I'm so jubilant about is that so

many millions (New Jersey alone 
counted more than 1 million home gar- 
dens) are rediscovering the satisfaction 
of planting a seed, nurturing a seedling, 
and coming at last to the heady 
triumph of harvest. 


I'm jubilant too about the com- 


munity gardens. In Ann Arbor, Mich., 
university students, faculty members, 
townspeople and farmers all pooled 
their talents and resources to sponsor a 
seven acre organic garden that became 
a pilot plot cpen seven days a week to 
visitors. 


In Milwaukee (Wis.), a gardening 


project on county land brought out 170 
gardening families who paid $5 each to 
lease 30 by 30 plots to grow food and 
have fun. In Madison (Wis.), 77-year- 
old Al Wipperfurth tutored the young 
in growing gardens when 212 plots had 
been leased by the city to 212 gardening 
families 


Newspapers across the country re- 


sponded immediately to this sudden 
back to nature march. Gardening 
columns, long discontinued, were rein- 
troduced. News syndicates featured 
interesting and sometimes unusual 
ways to grow everything from herbs to 
winter radishes.

lists. One of these books, for would-be 
gardeners having no backyards, is 
titled "Cucumbers in a Flower Pot," by 
Alice Skelsey (Workman Publishing 
Co.). 


"Potted tomatoes, peppers and let- 


tuce are beautiful to behold," Ms. Skel- 
sey writes, "and offer a ready supply of 
salads right from your own balcony." 


Some gardeners went the limit and 


had fun buying quarts of ladybugs and 
egg cases of the praying mantis, and 
then if the insects didn't do quite the 
job some of the chemical sprays might 
have done, there was always the fun of 
watching the bug circus perform. 


In addition to vegetable gardens, 


there has been an increase in the 
number of people taking part in wild 
shrub and native tree planting projects. 
Children of a village school near where 
I live got hundreds of parents out on a 
rainy, cold day last spring to plant a 
barren 27 acres with such shrubs and 
trees as one flourished there before 
pasturing cattle killed them. 


Universities have responded by of- 


fering courses in horticulture. When 
Des Moines (la.) Area Community 
college discovered during a survey that 
33 per cent of persons employed in 
commercial 
horticulture 
were 


unskilled, the school introduced, with 
on-the-job training 
opportunities, 


courses to prepare students to enter the 
field of plant production. 


It is a nationwide phenomenon, and 


gardens grow in New York skyscraper 
penthouses and behind sharecroppers 
cabins. So I celebrate this revival of an 
instinct which is so much a part of even 
the most sophisticated that it can 
never, for long, be denied. 


Whether you ever read him or not, 


just maybe the Biblical Luke had 
something when he wrote: "The seed is 
the word of God!" 


BRIEF HISTORY 


In 1848 in the U.S., the American 


Pomological society was formed. 
Concerned, as the name indicates, 
solely with fruits, the society con- 
centrated on varieties, their perfor- 
mance and adaptation.

In 1903, the American Society of 


Horticultural Science was formed. 
Again emphasis was on fruits. Then 
in 1920 emphasis was on vegeta- 
bles. Ten years later interest also 
included ornamentals and nursery 
crops.

Gradually, as the science of hor- 


ticulture gained more scholars, 
many cities throughout the U.S. 
created justly famous parks and 
arboretums.

Now international horticultural 


congresses, though not common, 
are held more often in various parts 
of the world. The first such 
congress was held in Paris in 1889.

Though 
most 
horticultural 


research is conducted for the most 
part by public institutions, there 
has been a decided trend among 
food growers and processors of 
pineapples, etc., 
to 
maintain 


laboratories and to do their own 
research. 


Four professional athletes made his- 


tory a few weeks ago during the na- 
tional bridge tournament in Lancaster, 
Pa., by winning an exhibition match 
against the Dallas Aces, winners of the 
bridge team championship of the world 
in 1970 and 1971. 


Baseball furnished three of the 


athletes: Tim McCarver, catcher with 
the St. Louis Cards, Jim Sunning, star 
pitcher in both of the major leagues, 
and Richie Ashburn, twice National 
League batting champion; and golf 
furnished the fourth — Frank Beard. 


The match enabled the athletes to

make good use of their 20-20 vision. At 
the beginning of each hand, before the 
bidding, the athletes were allowed to 
exchange for 15 seconds so that each 
could see his partner's hand. If they 
became defenders, they were allowed 
to exchange hands again for five 
seconds before beginning their defense. 


The advantage of superior eyesight is 


shown in the hand diagrammed today, 
played in the great match in Lancaster.

Frank Beard opened the East hand 


with five hearts. Having seen his 
partner's hand he expected to lose two 
clubs at most. Against ordinary op- 
ponents Beard would have stolen the 
hand at five hearts, and might even 
have made his contract. However, 
South could have opened a diamond for 
his partner to ruff and could have 
regained the lead twice with high clubs 
to give North two more diamond ruffs. 
This would have defeated five hearts by 
three tricks; but Bobby Goldman and 
Mike Lawrence of the Dallas Aces were 
no ordinary opponents. 


Lawrence reopened the bidding by 


doubling with the North hand. Beard 
confidently redoubled and might have 
gone for a penalty of 1,000 points, but 
Goldman jumped imaginatively to six 
spades. Ashburn doubled, expecting 
that his side would take the two red 


Lotus ware is 
sought after 


Belleek porcelain made in the United 


States, like the famous Irish Belleek, is 
thin and highly translucent with a rich 
pearly glaze. During the 1880s and 
1890s it was made by several U.S. firms 
including Ott and Brewer of Trenton, 
N.J. But it was the Knowles Taylor and 
Knowles Pottery Company of East 
Liverpool, Ohio, who perfected the 
beautiful Lotus Ware version. Named 
after the bloom of the lily that it 
resembles, it is a finely molded and 
richly glazed warm white porcelain 
that is actually much stronger than 
you'd suspect from its delicate ap- 
pearance. 


Items made at East Liverpool includ- 


ed tea sets, pitchers, vases and other 
table ware, as well as some purely 
decorative pieces. They were highly 
ornamented with ruffled edges, ornate 
handles and raised, hand-painted 
decorations, often featuring gold-ac- 
cented designs of leaves, berries, blos- 
soms, hobnail and other patterns. Early 
pieces were trademarked with the 
manufacturer's initials — KTK. Later 
they adopted a more elaborate mark 
consisting of a circle enclosing the 
firm's name, a crescent and star, with a 
lotus flower above and the trade name 
Lotus Ware below. 


The original popularity of this 


delightful porcelain ware has carried 
down to today's collectors, who prize it 
so highly that it is now quite scarce. 
Should you be lucky enough to dis- 
cover some Lotus Ware, you can expect 
to have to pay as much as $100 for a 
small item, and up to six or seven times 
that amount for a major piece like a 
large, elaborate vase.

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aces and perhaps a red king or tw o. 


Everybody passed, and Ashburn led 


the jack of hearts from the West hand. 
Goldman ruffed, drew two rounds of 
tmmps and claimed all 13 tricks since 
he could ruff three diamonds in the 
dummy and could then run the clubs to 
discard his last diamond. 


The Dallas Aces scored 1,860 points 


for six spades doubled and redoubled 
with an overtrick, but it wasn't enough. 
At the other table of the match the 
athletes scored 1,900 points with the 
North-South cards. 


Bob Hamman, East, opened the bid- 


ding with one club, the forcing opening 
bid of the Hamman-Wolff partnership. 
Jim Bunning, who had seen his 
partner's cards, jumped conservatively 
to six spades. Bob Wolff, feeling a bit 
crcv.'ded, bid seven diamonds. 


Tim McCarver went on fearlessly to 


seven spades. 


Hamman doubled, relying on his two 


red aces; and Bunning redoubled as a 
vote of confidence in his partner. 


Now Wolff tried 
a desperate 


maneuver by bidding eight diamonds, 
but the athletes alertly called the tour- 
nament director. In keeping with the 
solemnity of the occasion, the director 
told the Aces to stop horsing around; 
and then he gave the athletes the worst 


of a hometown ruling by telling them 
that the bid of eight diamonds was 
merely a pass. 


This inadequate ruling gave Ham- 


man the chance to retreat to the safety 
of seven notrump, which would have 
been set 12 tricks if the athletes had 
taken their seven hearts and five 
diamonds. But Hamman, displaying the 
card wizardry for which he is famous, 
managed to hold the loss to down ten — 
saving two tricks against opponents 
who had seen each others' cards! 


Unfortunately for the Aces, the 


penalty for down ten is 1,900 points, 
just 40 points more than their team- 
mates had won at the other table with 
the North-South cards. 


Actually, the athletes were sure to 


win this hand. The correct ruling after 
the bid of eight diamonds should have 
compelled both Wolff and Hamman 
from the rest of the bidding. Bunning 
would have played the hand at seven 
spades redoubled, scoring 2,890 points. 


Great moments in history should 


have a moral, and bridge players, 
familiar with the saying that one peek 
is worth two finesses, should have no 
trouble in discerning the moral of this 
match: Two peeks are worth more than 
four Aces.

Gold coins make best

OLD BUSINESS 


The time has come again to give 


thought as to what to give as presents 
for your friends, 
neighbors 
and 


anybody else that falls into the 
"present" category. 


If you have a com collector in your 


midst or are thinking about a present 
for a collector, make sure you have a 
good idea of his or her needs. 


There are hundreds of supplies, 


books, magazines and hobby papers 
designed for the coin collector. Many of 
the supplies are probably needed. 


A couple of them, just off hand, are

the 2 x 2s used by the hobbyist. The 
number is in reference to the inch size 
of the envelope or the coin folder. The 
little folders are cardboard with a round 
cut out covered by plastic for holding 
coins. These are normally then inserted 
into plastic pages — which fit the 
regular loose leaf notebook — which 
also have pockets to hold the 2 x 2s on 
each page. 


Subscriptions to any of the numis- 


matic papers and magazines are usually 
a welcome present and it will arrive all 
of next year. 


Coin sorters —such as Scan-O-Matic 


are very useful to the collector who 
sorts pocket change. Coin folders for 
various series are available as well as 
many coin information books. We ad- 
vise seeing a coin dealer for up to date 
hobby material. 


NEW BUSINESS 


Every year a lot more gold coins are 


sold, either as jewelry or as gold coin 
investment. Usually the coins mounted 
in jewelry are done in such a manner as 
to not destroy the value of the coin. 
Any holes, big scratches, and etc. drops 
the value very rapidly. 


Purchase of gold coins or in fact-any 


coins can be a real fooler for the non 
collector. The jargon of the hobby' is 
enough to confuse even the hobbyist. 
Good doesn't really mean "good" but is 
close to being bad. Uncirculated is 'the 
top grade going down through fine and 
then to good. For any kind of coins for 
your collecting friends you should go at 
least fine or better in grade to make the 
present worth the effort. 


The only type of coins to buy fqr a 


collector would be gold — if you don't 
know what he is collecting. Gold is as 
welcome as a rich uncle for Christmas 
dinner. Every collector from the young 
to the very old cherish gold pieces. 


The best guy to see about gold coins 


or coins in jewelry is the coin dealer. 
When you buy a car you don't go to the 
grocery store. The same applies to coins 
for Christmas presents.

Featured on separate 
stamps will be a pamphleteer, a 
drummer, a post rider and the placing of 
a written broadside, says the U.S. Postal 
Service.

year's Christmas stamps in the nation's 
capital.

During 4973 the U.S. Postal Service

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Deer season's 
toll of hunters 
at all-time low 


MADISON — More than 500,000 


hunters took to the woods during the 
nine-day Wisconsin gun deer season 
which ended Nov. 26. Two of the half 
million hunters were killed and 43 were 
injured in firearms-related hunting ac- 
cidents, according to Department of 
Natural Resources (DNR) figures. 


The season total of two fatalities was 


the lowest on record, well below the 
average of about ten fatalities per deer 
season recorded during the last five 
years. The 1972 total of 45 firearms 
accidents during the deer gun season 
was also below the five year average 
accident total of 57 accidents per gun 
season, and should help reduce the 
overall hunting accident rate, which 
has been declining. 


DNR hunter safety supervisor Homer 


Moe says that, "Although we are a long 
way from our-goal of a-ecident-free 
hunting, it's encouraging to see some 
progress being made. Hunters are 
becoming more conscious of safety". 


"We have to give lots of credit to 


Wisconsin's 3,000 hunter safety ins- 
tructors and to the 57,000 young people 
who have taken the hunters safety 


course," Moe said. "Also, we've been 
urging hunters to wear blaze orange 
clothes in the field, and early results of 
a survey we conducted show that about 
28 per cent of the deer hunters were 
wearing at least a blaze orange cap." 


Moe feels that highly visible blaze 


orange clothing and the DNR hunter 
safety program have contributed to 
lower hunting accident figures in 
recent years. "But there are a lot of 
other factors which need more study. 
We'd like to know if hunters were more 
cautious this year because the visibility 
in the woods was poor, or if the dry, 
noisy walking conditions in some parts 
of the state helped hunters tell men 
from deer by sound. As time goes by 
and we learn more about these factors, 
we can make more progress toward 
accident-free hunting." 


Although the lower 1972- deer gun 


season accident total was still far too 
high to please the DNR, safe Wisconsin 
hunters can be proud of the declining 
gun accident and fatality statistics. 
Only about one hunter in 10,000 was the 
victim of a gun season firearm accident 
this year. 


Private recreation not 
easy route to wealth

MADISON — For those men who 


sometimes dream of supplementing 
their income or respite from routine 
jobs by launching a private recrea- 
tional business there are provocative 
findings in a new study of the or- 
ganization and the economics of the 
private sector of the Wisconsin outdoor 
recreational industry. 


It is not an easy route to prosperity 


for the typical entrepreneurs 
now 


involved in it, says the research report 
on the basis of a detailed sampling of 
opinion and experience of private 
recreational operators. 


The survey included operators in the 


cabin and American plan resorts, vaca- 
tion 
farms, 
ski 
enterprises, 


campgrounds, riding stables, fishing 
lodges, shooting preserves, among 


others. 


Almost three quarters of the opera- 


tors said they hold full-time or part 
time employment in addition to their 
work in their own businesses, ranging 
from 
farming , to 
sales, 
labor, 


managerial and professional jobs. They 
were polled in a University of Wiscon- 
sin survey. 


Notwithstanding, 
the part-time 


recreation business proprietors require 
heavy time investment —from 70 to 75 
hours a week in season and about 35 
hours weekly in the off season, it was 
found. Most of that work is supplied by 
the operator and his family, the survey 
learned. 


There is a great range of investment, 


from winter sports enterprises on the 
high side, to gun clubs on the low end of 
the scale. 


Deer hunters' success 
widely varied in state 


RHINELANDER — Incomplete deer 


registration figures show this year's 
buck kill in north central Wisconsin is 
about equal to the number of deer 
taken by hunters last year. However, 
hunter success varied widely in in- 
dividual counties with the best hunting 
found in the lower half of the 10-county 
district. 


A telephone report of all stations 


tagging deer for hunters in the North 
Central District after nine days of 
registration indicates that the buck 
harvest trails the 1971 kill by only 1.4 
per cent, according to Arlyn Loomans. 
game management staff specialist for 
the Department of Natural Resources. 


A total of 10,549 bucks were reported 


by 68 registration stations, compared 
with 10,736 bucks for the same period a 
year ago. Party permit deer increased 
this year with 3,996 reported to date, 
against 2,722 taken in 1971. No party 
permits were available to hunters in the 
district north of Merrill. 


Adding bucks and party permit deer 


together, hunters stopping at North 
Central District registration stations 
took home 14,545 deer in nine days, 
compared with 13,458 by the final Sun- 
day of the 1971 hunt.

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Brazil tames the Amazon jungle

TRANSAMAZON HIGHWAY, Brazil 


(AP) — Argemiro Cardosa Pereira sat on 
the porch of his simple wood house with 
that odd pride possessed by those who 
take their living from the land instead of 
wages. 


No matter that it was in the middle of 


the Amazon Jungle. 


"I'm here to stay for the rest of my 


life," he said. 


Pereira, 35, had traveled 1,800 miles 


north with his wife, eight children and 
an antiquated sewing machine, at- 
'tracted by government talk of a new 
•future for pioneers. "It's working out," 
he told a visitor. "My first crops — rice 
'and corn — were good. I wrote to my 
•brother and told him to come here too " 


Brazil hopes to move 5 million new 


settlers into the Amazon region — said 
lo be the wuiio";> Ias>i uln-uni^ucl lu 
frontier —by 1980 The jungle is more 
than half as big as the continental 
United States, but currently has just 
four inhabitants per square mile. 


Government experts believe it con- 


iams fabulous quantities of iron ore, 
•gold, copper and diamonds and millions 
of acres of rich farm and ranch land. 


The main entry route into the area 


will be the 3,350-mile Transamazon 


Highway, now being bulldozed through 
the forest to link the Atlantn. Ocean to 
the Peruvian border. After two years of 
work, only 900 miles are left to go, 
mostly in the central-west section. The 
road is open from the coastal city of 
Joao Pessoa straight westward to the 
once-inaccessible Tapajos River — a 
distance of 1,750 miles — and already 
has crossed the highway leading to 
Brasilia, the new inland capital, and the 
rich south. 


"Look over there! Those earth movers 


are the,kind the Americans use in Viet- 
nam. Here in Brazil we use them for 
peaceful purposes," exclaimed Jose 
Moura Cavalcanti, head of Brazil's 
Federal Land Reform and Colonization 
Agency, known locally as INCRA. "This 
used to be the wildest jungle in the 
world. Now Brazilians are living in it," 
he shouted enthusiastically, roaring 


miles an hour. 


Cavalcanti, a 45-year-old lawyer and 


ex-politician, has become the world's 
biggest real estate agent. He decides 
who gets land on 845,120 square miles of 
jungle earmarked for colonization — 
about the same as Great Britain, Spain, 
France, Italy, West and East Germany 
and Yugoslavia put together. 


"It's harder going here than I ex- 


pected," a homesteader sighed at an 
Amazonian agrovila, as the mdiwdual 
50-family farm colonies are called. 
"You've got to be tough." Cavalcanti 
replied. "This is no picnic. We're not 
giving anything away for free, you 
know." 


He went on: "Where you were before 


you worked like a dog on someone else's 
land, right?" 


"Yes, sir." 
"Well, here you can be the boss on 


your own land — if you've got what it 
takes." 


INCRA provices Transamazon 


homesteaders with 250 acres of land, a 
house, tools, and six months of subsis- 
tence payments to get started. The 
government charges the equivalent of 
$365 for the land and $580 for the house, 
repayable in 20 years at 6 per cent 
interest Brazil's government bank 


the Agnculture Ministry buys the har- 
vested crops. Each agrovila has a 
school, health center and a post office. 
The government says it actually spends 
$2,500 per family to settle people in the 
Amazon region. 


Nearly 200,000 Brazilians already 


have gotten land from the government, 
nationwide. On the Transamazon 
Highway —where INCRA is making its 


Biggest push —eight agrovilas are fully 
operating, 40 are under construction 
and 130 more are on the planning 
boards. In less than two years, the 
government has installed 10,000 people 
along the new road. 


Seventy-five per cent of the Trans- 


amazon 
homesteaders 
are 
from 


Brazil's overcrowded, improverished, 
dry northeast. President Emilio G. 
Medici, a stern ex-army general who 
rarely shows outward emotion, visited 
the northeast during a 1970 drought and 
was profoundly shocked at the 
wretchedness and misery of the people. 
That apparently sparked the military- 
run regime to commit the hundreds of 
millions of dollars needed for the 
Amazon development drive. 


The rest of the homesteaders come 


from other parts of Brazil. No foreigners 
have been accepted yet as Transamazon 
colonists, but Cttvalcaiiti has received 
requests from as far away as the United 
States, Egypt and Austria. He says he's 
"studying" them. 


Despite occasional grumbling about 


minor problems, the homesteaders in 
the jungle seem happy. Only a handful 
hae given up or were rejected bv 
INCRA. 
"My father, who's a veterinarian, was

Dear Readers: My beginner's Poncho 


CR-558 has been a very excellent 
second project for my students. 
However, I have found that the most 
frustrating thing of all is to keep the 
foundation chain from twisting after 
you have joined it to form a circle and 
have worked the first row. 


Quite often, even though great care is 


taken to keep the chain from twisting, 
one of my students will find her work 
twisted and have to start over again. 
Here is a tip that will make it possible 


for you to have the circle without the 
threat of its being twisted. Do not join 
your circle until two rows have been 
done so that there is no chance of it 
twisting. Make your chain the desired 
length, plus one extra chain, leaving a 
few inches of yarn free at the beginning 
of the chain. 


Row 1: Sc in 2nd ch from hook and in 


Knit it yourself. 


ea ch to end of row, ch 1, turn. Row 2: 
Work 1 sc in ea stitch across the row. 
Do not turn, but si st to the first stitch 
of Row 2, thus forming a circle. Ch 3 
and continue working the pattern as 
directed. Thread the length of yarn 
which was left free at the beginning of 
the chain into a yarn needle and very 
neatly sew the ends of Row 1 together 
on the wrong side.

CABINET WORKBENCH 


We have designed this as the last 


word in workshop benches. It measures 
6 ft. long, 30 in. wide, and 38 in. high. 
The height, well suited to a six-footer, 
may be reduced as much as 6 inches for 
a shorter person, possibly junior. 


The top is built up of 2-in. planking 


covered with hardboard. Plywood or

Keep a bit of summer in your home 


through the upcoming winter by 
making your own indoor garden or 
terrarium, says L. M. Berninger, 
University of Wisconsin-Extension 
horticulturist. 


A terrarium is a small indoor garden 


held in a glass container. You can 
purchase a terrarium already planted, 
or construct your own unit by buying 
the container, soil and plants from 
floral shops and other retail stores. 
Companies that make glass terrariums 
offer many sizes and shapes, so you can 
be certain that you will have a wide 
selection. 


To construct your own garden, begin 


by placing about one-half inch crushed 
charcoal over the bottom of the con- 
tainer. Charcoal is needed to keep the 
soil "fresh" and well aerated, because 
there is no room for excess water in the 
container. The charcoal may be mixed 
with the soil. 


Soil should be loose and airy. Don't 


use common garden soil because it will 
soon pack together. For typical 
terrariums. with foliage plants, use one 
part soil, one part peat moss, and one 
part perlite. Two parts soil, one part 
peat moss and one part perlite is also 
acceptable. If you want to create a 
cactus garden, use a coarse soil made of 


one part soil and one part sand. All 
ingredients are available at floral shops 
and garden supply stores, Berninger 
says. 


It's not necessary to put a lot of soil in 


the container before planting, since 
there will be a large amount of soil 
around the plants' root systems. Slant 
the soil mixture toward one end of the 
container, and you will be able to 
arrange plants so they are not all at the 
same level. 


Choose low growing plants that do 


not produce a lot of foliage. Plant types 
such as coleus, which are attractive 
when young, leaf out and soon have to 
be removed. 


Choose plants for variety of color, 


form and leaf types. Make one plant the 
center of attention, to capture interest, 
Berninger suggests. Put this plant a 
little to the back and toward the center 
of the container. Other low-growing 
plants, such as vines, should be placed 
around the center plant with more 
vertical growing plants toward the 
edge. 


Once you have planted the terrarium, 


water lightly and cover the container. 
You will not need to water very often 
after 
that. 
Remove 
the 
cover 


periodically to allow fresh air to cir- 
culate. Occasionally syringe foliage 
lightly with water, but never soak the 
soil.

Lawmakers may get bill 
on lake rehabilitation

MADISON —A state program for the 


rehabilitation and restoration of tired 
and dying lakes, often discussed in 
conservation circles, may get its first 
serious push in the 1973 legislature. 


Rep. Lewis Mittness of Janesville, 


chairman of an interim study commit- 
tee on resource problems, says the 
group will sponsor legislation designed 
to pull together the resources of the 
state and national governments to aid 
new "public inland lake protection and 
rehabilitation districts" as the vehicle 
for cleansing and otherwise repairing 
such waters. 
The local districts would be indepen- 


dent regional units, with taxing powers. 
Because of the heavy existing pressures 
on the property tax base, however 
sponsors propose that the state and 
federal governments contribute finan- 
cially to such lake improvement agen- 
cies organized on a local or district 
basis.

Washington with congressional over 
riding of a veto of a water quality 
improvement bill by President Nixon. 


The bill also proposes a state fund of 


nearly one million dollars a year, to be 
yielded by the appropriation of 
unclaimed motor fuel taxes paid on 
boat fuel that is now used by the state 
highway department. 


The local districts, expected to be 


composed of critizens representing 
lakeshore lands and local government 
officials, would also be empowered to 
levy a local property tax but on a 
severely restricted basis, according to 
the preliminary draft of the measure. 


Wisconsin has thousands of lakes. 


Experts have often testified that such 
lakes recovery projects will be costly. 
But pressure for some form of state 
assistance has gradually increased in 
recent years, and the issue is now ap- 
parently headed for serious delibera- 
tion in legislative chambers. 


They are called chatelaines, and they 


make an interesting, and not too ex- 
pensive collector's item — especially for 
those with a liking for small personal 
objects like old-time hat pins, buckles 
and watch fobs. 


The chatelaine was a small, flat plate 


or shield with a hook to secure it to the 
waistband.,or to a specially designed 
belt. One or more chains were attached 
to the lower edge for carrying things 
like scissors, thread, thimble cases and 
little pin cushions, small books with 
silver pencils, purses, smelling salts, 
religious items — whatever necessities 
the owner wanted to carry about with 
her. 


The plates were round, oval, heart or 


shield shaped, scalloped, and in many 
other fancy forms. They were usually 
highly ornamented with any number of 
engraved or filligree designs or em- 
bossings. 


It's interesting to note that cha- 


telaines were used by both men and 
women back in medieval times, but 
they appear to nave become an 
exclusively feminine item by the end of 
the 17th century, retaining their 
popularity as part of women's attore 
imto, tje ,ate 19th century. Gilded and 
enamelled models were popular, as 
were pieces bearing their owner's ini- 
tials. 


Although chatelaines are seldom 


found complete with accessories today, 
you may spot a hallmarked plate or 
separate small components which can 
make attractive ornaments for shelves 
or disolav cases.

Farmhouse kitchen at front

Design L-81, reminiscent of an early 


New England farmhouse, is typical of a 
two-story layout, with one significant 
exception. The kitchen is at the front of 
the house, partially open-planned with 
the family room. These two rooms 
function as one m the sense that all of 
the informal living takes place in this 
portion of the house. 


Architect Herman H York points out 


that a kitchen toward the front 
provides control over the front yard 
and driveway approach In this house, 
he has arranged supervision as well 
over the rear areas because of the open 
view of the family room from the 
kitchen The family room at the rear is 
highly desirable because it provides 
direct access to the rear yard, patio and 
garden The fireplace in the familv 
rooms adds to its hvabihty Adjacent to 
all of this are laundry, lavatory, broom 
closet, pantry, garage and exterior 
storage 


On the formal side of the center foyer 


are the living room, separate dining 
room and stairway The foyer is a 
generous one and looks even larger 


than it is because of the open railing 
and curved steps leading tc the dropped 
living room. A fireplace on the long wall 
insures good furniture placement in 
conversation arrangement, in addition 
to providing an attractive fust view 
from the front entrance foyer. 


The completely separate dining room 


is preferred by many women, probably 
because it makes for dining in an at-

mosphere of formality not possible in 
the more contemporary open plan 


The front-entrance approach to this 


house is through a covered portico 
which has not only the practical ob- 
vious advantage of protection from the 
weather, but also enhances the ap-

an optional plan for a fourth bedroom 
The decision to build this room should

new typefaces during his lifetime. His 
Kennerley font is considered by experts 
one of the most beautiful styles in the 
last 200 years. 


Geoffrey Tory was not only a 16th 


century French engraver, but a writer 
and designer as well. But it was his 
engravings of borders for the "Book of 
the Hours" that brought a new dimen- 
sion to graphic arts. The borders and 
initial letters were drawn in complete 
harmony with the type face and formed 
the first book that was the product of a 
distinct art. 


William Blake, an engraver who lived

Germanic glass 
at Bergstrom now 


NEENAH — Christmas, 1972, at the Bergstrom Art Center is special. Two 


new standing glass cases have been added to the Terrace Gallery for a 
handsome display of Germanic origin glass not previously exhibited. 


Another Bergstrom first, in the Terrace Gallery, is an unusually decorat- 


ed tree, the creative handiwork of the Robert F. DeLongs, co-chairmen of 
the Friends of the Bergstrom Christmas Decorations Committee. They have 
been assisted by Mrs. William D. Lloyd and Mrs. John V. Maring in 
providing a festive atmosphere for the museum. In the Mahler Gallery a 
large evergreen wreath compliments the December exhibit of portraits In 
oil and pastel by distinguished artist, James Jay Ingwersen of Chicago and 
Sister Bay. 


About 5tr-different examples, circa 1700-late 1800s, of Germanic origin 


glass comprise the special exhibit on loan through December. Beakers, 
tumblers, wafer trays and covered pokals — engraved, enameled or 
otherwise beautifully decorated — were sometimes dated and signed with 
designs attesting to the history and times they represent. 


Quoting from the book, "Glass from the Corning Museum": 
"A large proportion of the German glass of the 16th, 17th and 18th 


centuries forms a group united by the common use of enamel and cold 
painted decoration. The former technique consists of firing into the surface 
of a glass vessel a fusible paint composed of finely ground glass and-or 
metallic oxides; the latter is not fused but held on the surface with an 
adhesive such as oil or varnish and consequently is far more fragile than the 
product of fusion. 


'-To cover a glass surface with enamel, either opaque or transparent, is a 


type of decoration which was known to the Romans. Venice revived this 
technique in the second half of the 15th century, applying color and gilt in 
jewel-like patterns. During the first half of the 16th century this medium 
was used to apply German coats-of-arrns to glasses made in Venice but 
deslg.i.-u for sale in the North. Later in that century, German craftsmen 
began enameling their own glasses primarily with armorial themes and 
soon enameling on clear and, less frequently, on colored glass dominated 
the production of the late 16th and 17th centuries. Frequently applied to the 
tall cylindrical 'Humpen', enameled vessels were produced in large 
quantities in Bohemia and Germany. 


"The manufacturers of more luxurious glasses and the decorators 


working with them were often associated with towns famous for their 
cultural standing or their political importance. Such centers were fertile 
ground for new developments in the arts and princely families vied with 
each other for the patronage of especially promising craftsmen. It is 
understandable, therefore, that in a metropolis like Prague, where Emperor 
Rudolph II had amassed one of the greatest art collections in the world, the 
techniques used to carve rock crystal should be applied to glass. 


"In 1609 Caspar Lehman was granted an exclusive privilege to engrave 


glass. His discovery, new to his contemporaries but actually almost as old as 
glassmaking, set the scene for the future history of German glass decora- 
tion. It began to replace enameling by the end of the 18th century and was 
a most suitable decorative medium for both German potash and English 
lead glasses —two new glass materials coming into great popularity at this 
time. Lehman's heritage was taken over by a few Nuremberg engravers 
whose works compare favorably with the best engraved glasses of all times. 


"The heavy German potash-chalk glass, developed toward the end of the 


17th century, made possible the perfection of the engraving techniques 
introduced to the glass decorator's repertoire almost a century before. A 
design was drawn onto the plain surface of the glass. Then the vessel was 
pressed against a rapidly rotating wheel of stone or copper which either cut 
into the glass directly or with the help of abrasives. Wheels of different sizes 
determined the width of the cut and, the higher the desired effect of relief, 
the deeper the cut. The abraded surface was either left rough or polished 
down to heighten the brilliance of the 'crystal.' 


"Copper-wheel engraving on glass, in spite of its popularity, did not 


replace the ape-old technique of diamond-point. Brittle, Venetian-type 
'cristallo' lent itself particularly well to scratch engraving, taking the 
impress of a sharp point with precision, yet allowing the engraver 
considerable freedom of movement. Willem Van Heemskerk, a cloth 
manufacturer from Leiden, decorated, as a hobby, many drinking glasses 
with mottos and devices in a flourishing baroque style. His vigorous

Every so often, nature goofs! 
One such faulty design lies with 


the male feline urinary tract sys- 
tem, and because of the design or

lack of it, many a male cat has 
entered the happy catnip grounds 
earlier than might have been his 
wont. 
The problem was 
recently 


brought to a personal focus as our 
little puss, affectionately dubbed 
"P.C.," "Ding-Dong," "Puss-puss" 
or "Puchat," depending on my 
mood at the moment, suffered and 
fell victim to the effects of it. 


The ultimate cause of death was 


"uremia" or internal poisoning 
caused by a back-up of urine. This 
was affected by a urethal obstruc- 
tion in the channel leading from the 
bladder. 


The onset and finality of the 


disease was approximately three 
days, although clinical signs might 
have been missed by me prior that 
time. 
Wednesday, the pussy seemed 


fine, up to his old tricks, full of vim 
and vigor; Saturday, the disease 
had progressed so far and so 
quickly that it was decided to put 
him down to spare him further 
agony due to the hopelessness of 
the case. 


What had happened in this 


pussy's case was a crystallization of 
particles in the urine brought about 


by a change in the PH of the urine. 
This "sand" caused blockage of the 
tube leading from the bladder, 
which resulted in retention of urine 
and eventually uremic poisoning. 


Actually, several factors must be 


present for this blockage to occur. 
First, crystallization, which can be 
brought on by one or more of the 
following: low water intake; high 
dietary intake, especially dry food 
without water being added; infec- 
tion, or change in the urine PH. 


Secondly, the presence of organic 


matrix, which are small amounts of 
protein acting as a binding sub- 
stance for the crystals, in effect 
"gluing" them together to form 
larger masses. 


No particular breed or cross 


breed of cat has a "corner on the 
market;" it may affect any male cat, 
neutered or not. Nor does early 
neutering pre-dispose him any 
more or less to the disease. 


The clinical signs which may be 


observed are as follows: in mild 
cases the puss displays poor appe- 
tite, he's listless, seems to have 
excessive thirst, visits his litter pan 
frequently. The urine may appear 
either normal in color or slightly 
colored. 


In more severe cases intensifica- 


tion of the above signs is noted; he 
may vomit; there may be signs of 
blood in the urine. 


As the disease progresses, the cat 


will be in his litter pan constantly, 
he will be straining, crying in dis- 


tress. Little or no urine is passed. 


In Puchat's case, Thursday 


morning he was growling and hiss- 
ing while in his pan. His ears were 
laid along his head and his eyes 
were large and angry. Thursday 
before work, he was deposited at 
the vet. But for him, despite 
veterinary 
procedure, it 
was 


already too late. 


Fortunately, other cats may have 


a better chance. An operation may 
be performed whereby a larger 
canal is made in the urinary tract; 
and if a therapeutic diet is followed, 
plus regimen as suggested by your 
veterinarian, your puss may live 
out his normal amount of lives. 


Unfortunately, the operation is 


an expensive one. The question 
then arises as one veternarian suc- 
cinctly put it, "do you want a cat or 
this cat?" And although the opera- 
tion may be termed a success, in 
some cases, the blockage will re- 
occur in a few months and puss, 
once again is serious straits. Other 
complications may be brought on 
by a damaged bladder due to back 
up of urine brought on during the 
original onset of the disease. 


The best advice to follow in de- 


termining clinical procedure is to 
weigh all factors particular to your 
feline's case, then proceed unemo- 
tionally, keepimg in mind what ul- 
timate course is best for your par- 
ticular cat.

season. Her innocence would cost 
her her life, Game Warden Dale 
Morey predicted. 


It was 8:30. Lights still shone in a 


few barns in northern Outagamie 
County. Most farmers had finished 
their day's work. Morey was just 
starting his. He might finish by the 
time the barn lights went on again. 


When you're the only warden in a 


big county, one November work 
day often is separated from the next 
by little more than a cup of thick 
coffee — maybe even a few hours 
sleep if it's too foggy to sight a 
grazing deer down a rifle barrel 
that's jutting out a car window. 


It wasn't foggy this night. There 


would be ice along the banks of the 
Shioc by morning. The breeze held 
no hint of tracking snow. It was one 
of those late fall Wisconsin, nights 
when Morey was grateful he wasn't 
running a paper machine or tending 
bar or doing anything that cages a 
man who loves the out of doors. 


Deer were in the fields. Not a lot 


of deer, but enough to interest 
passing motorists and men trying 
to decide where to hunt. Spotlights 
and handlights from distant roads 
and fields pierced the night like

airport beacons. 


It was early. Chances were the 


people aiming the lights were just 
lookers. Many were 
families. 


Poachers wouldn't risk going about 
their business this early. But all 
poachers aren't men of habit. So 
Morey inched his car along State 
highways 156 and 187 and along 
Johnson, Grandy and Navarino 
roads and along county trunks G 
and F and M. Inching, and 
watching. "Eyeballing," he calls it. 


He's been over the same roads for 


eight years. He knows the people 
and their cars. He knows which 
Ford to watch, which Chev to 
follow, which Plymouth to ignore. 
He puts names to loud mufflers and 


burned out taillights and clattering 
pickup trucks. The names often are 
those of former clients. 


Morey decided the shiners were 


just lookers. He moved north. 
Somewhere in the state, a warden 
radioed for help. And a state 
trooper was being dispatched to an 
accident. The radio is never silent 
on a November night. 


Usually, on a clear night just 


before deer season, Ken Corbett, 
Department of Natural Resources 
pilot-warden, would be in the air. 
Corbett, who for years drove and 
walked the ground Morey now 
searched, would watch miles of 
fields and woods from his slowly 
circling airplane. He would follow 


the beams of light, pinpoint the 
flash of gunfire and then route 
wardens waiting in cars below. 


Last 
time 
Corbett 
circled 


Northern Outagamie County, he 
zeroed Morey in on a father-son 
shining team armed with a .22 
caliber rifle and an appetite for 
fresh venison. 


But Corbett wasn't in the air 


tonight. Morey was his own eyes 
and ears. There weren't even any 
other wardens nearby in cars. 


Unconcerned deer grazed in 


fields near the tiny cemetery of 
Leeman. It was 11 o'clock now. The 
flow of cars along the back roads 
was now a trickle. There were 
fewer lights. Shiners now earned a 
second look from Morey. 


There were cars at two taverns 


Morey passed. It was getting near 
closing time. History has shown a 
consistent link between tavern 
closing and deer poaching, Morey 
related. Beer makes men do things 
they might not do otherwise, like 
going home and getting their rifles 
and spotlights. 


It's the drinking violator, the one 


who got his bravery in seven-ounce 
glasses, that makes a warden 
sometimes wonder if there's 
enough money in the whole world 
to make the job worthwhile. 


Many people don't realize, Morey 


guessed, that nearly every suspect- 
ed violator a warden approaches in 
the fall of the year has some type of 
weapon —usually a gun, but some- 
times a bow and arrow, a knife and 
even a crossbow. Morey once 
seized a zip gun from a night 
hunter. 


If that isn't sobering enough, 


consider that the weapon often is in 
the unsure, uncaring and unsteady 
hands of a drunk. A drunk who 
probably dislikes wardens because 
others in the tavern dislike war- 
dens. 


Morey told of jerking open a car 


door to find himself staring down

With the addition of a Cameron 


belt press, now in full operation, the 
George Banta Company, Inc. of 
Menasha has developed a book 
production system that would 
delight thf child in all of us, a 
process worthy of a Tom Swift 
novel. 


The Banta book system can 


produce an entire single-color 
book, up to a thickness of nearly 
two inches, in one continuous 
operation. Ready at one end: a roll 
of blank paper. Coming off the 
other end, at the rate of up to 200 a 
minute: completely printed, as- 
sembled and bound books. 


In keeping with the simplicity of 


the process, Banta offers its cus- 
tomers the advantage of small 
quantity orders in several standard 
sizes, at cost savings over conven- 
tional printing methods. But the 
Banta book machine can, with a 
few deft adjustments, deliver books 
in many sizes from 80 to 1,152 
pages, from books thin enough to 
be digested at one sitting to a for- 
midable reprint of Emil Ludwig's 
"Napoleon." 


Printing traditionally has been 


produced from either flat or curved 
metal plates with the raised 
characters receiving ink and trans- 
fering the image to paper. 


But the Banta system is different. 


It uses flexible plastic plates 
mounted on two endless belts. 


In operation, the Banta belt press 


prints both sides of the paper as it 
winds through the press. Half of the 
pages are printed from one belt, half 
from the other belt. The printed 
pages are produced in a back to 
back relationship that puts the 
finished book in your hands with 
pages trimmed and in proper 
sequence. 


Departing from the tradition of 


metal printing plates, the Banta 
book system uses a photo sensitive 
polymer material, bonded to a 
polyester film base. This plate, light 
weight and flexible but sturdy, is 
mounted to the belt in rows. Page 
count determines the number of 


plates and the length of the belts, 
which can vary from five feet to 
more than 50 feet in length. 


The Cameron unit is one of only 


four such belt presses in existence, 
a breakthrough in book production 
technology.

with another equally kicky item. 
One step back in the production of a 
book order scheduled for the belt 
press is a computer-controlled CRT 
(cathode ray tube) photo-typeset- 
ting system that can take an 
author's written thought and 
produce complete pages of type at 
the rate of thousands of characters 
a second. The typeset characters 
come out properly spaced, punc- 
tuated, ready for photography and 
.transfer to the printing plate. 


Like many Fox Valley corpora- 


tions, the Banta Company has 


grown at a steady, but deceptive, 
pace. Unless you are a customer or 
part of the employe group that in- 
volves more than 1,200 area 
families, you might not realize the 
extent of Banta's growth or its 
position in the pnnting industry. 


Banta today ranks in the top ten 


pnnting companies in the country. 
From two modern and complex 
plants — one in central Menasha 
and the other on Midway Road 
between Menasha and Appleton — 
Banta serves a special group of 
customers. 


Services are centered around the 


preparation and production of the 
printed word for education, enter- 
tainment, pleasure and professional 
use. Packed in the shelves of the 
handsome mam office library are 
thousands of finished samples, a 
treasure of the thoughts of men 
gathered through the years.

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Landmarks 


Fond du Lac commission identifies 
sites of city's pioneer heritage 


FOND DU LAC — Back in 1856 


when architect Isaac Brown built 
his story and a half house as an 
example of octagon economy and 
19th century luxury he had no way 
of knowing the fuss it would cause 
more than 100 years later. 


His son, Captain Edwin A. 


Brown, left his wife there at 276 
Linden St. when he went off to the 
Civil War to lose his life in the 
Battle of Antietam. 


Nobody bothered much about 


the old house in recent years except 
for vague stones that it might have 
been a stop on the underground 
railway. 


The State of Wisconsin finally 


acquired the property intending to 


locate a new state office building 
there, and that started a public 
campaign to save the house as an 
historic landmark. 


The interest in historic Fond du 


Lac that began with the octagon 
house blossomed into creation of 
the Fond du Lac Historic Landmark 
Commission, designed by the City 
Council to identify other important 
landmarks. 


The commission is the only one 


of its kind in the Fox Valley. 


Twelve sites have been recog- 


nized now by the City Council as 
examples of an earlier day when 
Fond du Lac was emerging from its 
pioneer past. The commission 
recommended them as buildings of 


historic, 
aesthetic and 
local 


interest. 


Together, they form a heritage 


likely to become increasingly im- 
portant as the city moves into ur- 
ban renewal. 


Those who follow Fond du Lac's 


heritage trail of historic landmarks 
will know a little of summer eve- 
nings when a band played from the 
gingerbread bandstand in Lakeside 
Park. 


The days when firefighters were 


volunteers, equipment was hor- 
sedrawn and fire stations were 
fancy and fanciful are recalled by a 
Mediterranean-style fire station at 
193 N. Mam St. 


Church buildings, some nearly a 


century and a quarter old, speak of 
early Fond du Lac's spiritual life 
and its continuance today. 


At 2 N. Main St., the little, round 


cornered building was the city's 
first bank in 1853. An apartment 
house was built in 1866 to house the 
Merrille Institute for young women 
by the city's leading early educator, 
Miss M. S. Merrille, second woman 
to serve on the University of Wis- 
consin faculty. 


Three houses besides the Brown 


octagon house attest to the stable 
lifestyle of a century ago. Family 
homes, they sheltered generations 
of the same family, providing civic 
leaders for Fond du Lac develop- 
ment. 


This house, above, was the residence of the Taylor family for 
93 years. It was built in 1852 at 312 Forest Ave., Fond du Lac, 
by Jared Taylor, and it was a replica of Taylor's home back 
m Vermont.

Laird of Invereauld 


Farquharson clan chief, a Scottish st 
Godfather, 'serves' a far-flung family 


EDITOR'S NOTE — Farquhar- 


sons unite! The clan cry hasn't been 
heard for awhile, but that doesn't 
mean the family doesn't get 
together occasionally, they gather 
in ones and twos around clan chief 
Capt. Alwyne Arthur Compton 
Farquharson, a Scottish style God- 
father.

INVERCAULD 
CASTLE, 


SCOTLAND (AP) — High on a 
windy hill in drafty tartan, the 16th 
clan chief of Clan Farquharson and 
laird of Invereauld Castle strode 
beneath the battlements ready to 
receive kith and kin. 


His personal escutcheon, a wild- 


cat rampant with a broad sword in 
its dexter paw, flew from the castle 
keep, indicating the laird was in 
residence. As usual, the mail that 
morning contained salutations from 
Farquharsons around the world. 
The appointments calendar showed 
that after lunch some Farquharsons 
from Australia were due to drop by 
to pay their respects to the clan chief 
and have a natter about the high old 
days in the Highlands when clans- 
men ran about with claymores 
clefting the craniums of rival clans. 


"We had a red Indian here a few 


weeks ago, so you see the family has 
gotten about," said Capt. Alwyne 
Arthur Cornpton Farquharson, 


settling into a splendid old chair in 
the great hall amidst an array of 
broad swords, breast plates and 
portraits of famous Farquharsons 
out of the turbulent past. "In . 
summer we get Farquharsons from 
aU over — Canada, New Zealand, 
America; People do like to visit the 
old family home, see where it all 
happened and pose for snaps with 
the clan chief." 
• Capt. Farquharson, a descendant 
of the Thane of Fife, became clan 
chief when his aunt was killed in the 
London blitz in World War II. 


In that war he became a captain in 


the Royal Scots Greys, crack British 
Army unit. The clan chief, now 53, 


said he always wore the kilt, the 
traditional Farquharson hunting 
tartan in subtle blues and greens 
delicately checkered with red arid 
yellow, both because visiting 
clansmen expected it and because 
he found it a "practical, comfortable 
garment" 


"The castle is a bit drafty and 


people always ask, 'don't your knees 
get cold?' But you've got seven and 
a half yards of wool girding your 
loins, and there's great freedom of 
movement; I'll admit it wouldn't be 
a very comfortable attire for a 
garage mechanic, but for deer 
stalking, the tartan provides perfect 
protective coloring for lying in the

heather and crawling about on your 
knees." 


In his right stocking, just above 


the green garter flash, protruded the 
handle of a sgian-dubh — 
pronounced "skinney-doo" — a 
miniature bowie knife that he 
pronounced "fit for grallicking a 
stag." The deer season had just 
begun, and Land-Rovers were 
taking castle guests out across the 
moors. 


Even delegations from the Texas 


branch of the family are impressed 
by the Farquharson spread. Besides 
the castle, which was begun in the 
16th century and added to ever 
since, the Farcjuharson estate on the 
banks of the royal river Dee covers 
120,000 acres of forest and 
meadowland, now mostly given 
over to growing grass to graze the 
famous long-haired Invereauld 
highland cattle. 


-"The estate measures some 40 


miles around;" ?the^ clan chief said. 
"it would go farther if so much of it 
weren't up and down. I've got 20 
hills over 3,000 feet." 


The captain leases out grouse 


moors to the Queen of England and 
the Queen Mother, his neighbors at 
next door Balmoral Castle, and has 
title to the land occupied by the wee 
kirk at Crathie, where the Royal 
Family has worshiped since the 
days wherrQuefcrn Victoria was 
much amused by Old Towser, a 
four-legged commoner who slept 
each Sunday under the pulpit 
throughout the vicar's sermon. On 
the opposite bank of the Dee stands 
Braemar Castle, built by the Earl of 
Mar but attacked and burned in 1689 
by the Black Colonel, John 
Farquharson. With enviable Scot- 
tish thrift, the Farquharsons bought 
the castle as a ruin, when the price 
was right, then had the British 
government restore it in exchange 
for billeting troops there after the 
Jacobite wars. 


Now at 15 pence (38 cents) a head 


in season, the tourists flock to the 
castle for a sound and light show 
telling all about Big Findley, 
founder of the clan, "Bobbin* John," 
who kept changing sides in the wars 
to restore the Stuart line, Colonel 
Anne, who raised a regiment for 
Bonnie Prince Charles, while her 
husband, the Macintosh of Macin- 
tosh fought with the Black Watch 
on the side of Hanover. 


If some of these names have a 


Mafia-like ring, it is because the 
clans, which means children in 
Gaelic, were essentially a Caledonia 
Cosa Nostra that ruled and raided in 
the Highlands for 700 years. The 
clans flourished in family enclaves 


usually confined to certain glens, 
lochs and -islands, like the 'Mac- 
Donalds of Islay, the MacLeans of 
Mull, the MacKenzies of Ross and 
the MacLeods of Skye, 


When not keeping the British 


Redcoats occupied while the Irish 
were getting their wind back, the 
Scottish clans fell on each other in 
furious inter-family rumbles. 


In his own area, the clan chief 


functioned" as a sovereign, nego- 
tiating treaties with France, Ireland, 
England and rival clans, and also 
served as matchmaker, lawmaker, 
law enforcer, chief cattle rustler and 
all around godfather to his kinsmen. 
Family ties were strengthened by 
the custom of "fosterage," by which 
infant members of a family, includ- 
ing the clan chiefs were sent off to 
be raised by another family in the 
clan. 


According to the system of

She 
got up an hour before sunrise, left 
her campsite on Burro Mountain 
and moved 2,400 ewes and lambs 
from a high bedding area to a lower 
grazing area, then moved them 
back to bed before returning to 
camp— about an hour after dusk. 


And she liked it. 
Well, she said it wasn't bad, once 


she learned to "think like a sheep." 


"You just take it slow and easy 


and don't hassle them," she said. 


Thesummerwas a solitary one. "I 


used to get on my hors6 and eome up 
here for.the weekends," she 
explained. "I thought it would be 
great to spend the whole summer up 
here, and it has been. I haven't 
gotten lonely yet." 


She does have periodic company. 


Her boss, Gus Halandras, brings 
supplies to each of his three camps 
about every four days. 


He's been pleased with her work. 


"She has learned a lot, and really 
takes care of her herd," he said.

She was a pixyist, Brooklyn-born 


showgirl with a lithe body, vivid 
blue eyes, lustrous blond hair, a flair 
for practical jokes and a taste for 
well-staffed households that limit- 
ed her choice of beaux to stage 
door Johnnies well over the age of 
40. 


Each time he came to see her 


appear as Miss Mischief in "The 
Ziegfeld Follies of 1916," as he did 
just about every night of the 
musical's run, her admirer reserved 
two seats —one for himself, one for 
the Stetson hat that had become his 
trademark. 


And when, finally, he persuaded 


her to live with him openly as his 
"great and good friend," he 
presented her with chestsful of 
gems, castles in California and 
Wales, annual trips abroad, costly 
parties, Juncheons with celebrities 
galore, two decades of movie star- 
dom —but no wedding ring. 


His name was William Randolph 


Hearst. Hers was Marion Davies. 
And it is their 34-year relationship, 
as producer and star, host and hos- 
tess, lover and mistress, that is at 
the heart of Fred Guiles' well 
researched, entertaining and new 
biography, "Marion Davies." 


If Guiles' second book (the^first 


was a biography of Marilyn 
Monroe) has a thesis, it is that Miss 
Davies' acting career was hindered, 
and not helped, by the vast 
publicity machinery set in motion 
in consequence of her association 
with Hearst. 


CLARENCE JERRY 
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Guiles contends that Miss Davies 


was doing very well, thank you, in 
the theater before Hearst became 
her sponsor, and that her flair for 
comedy would have made her a 
sought-after leading lady even 
without the backing of Cosmopoli- 
tan Productions and the estimated 
$20 million or so lavished by Hearst 
on such silent spectacles as "Little 
Old 
New 
York," 
"When 


Knighthood Was in Flower" and 
the commercially successful farce, 
"Show People." 


In fact, Guiles declares, Miss 


Davies often accepted roles that 
were ill-suited to her talents, simply 
in order to live out the fantasies of 
her 
aging, 
Victorian-minded 


producer. Frequently projected as 
some sort of antiseptic madonna, 
Guiles says, she might better have 
been receiving pies in the face. And, 
in her last four pictures, produced 
at Warners in the mid-'30s, she 
played women half her age in order 
to alleviate Hearst's concern about 
his failing health and advancing 
years, as mirrored in her screen 
image. 


The ultimate test of Guiles' ar- 


gument is, of course, the films 
themselves. And these, with the 
exception of two King Vidor 
comedies, "The Patsy" and "Show 
People," simply are not available 
for viewing. 


But the reviews of contemporary 


critics, even on non-Hearst news- 
papers, were largely favorable to 
Miss Davies during her decade of 
greatest 
public 
acceptance, 


1922-1932. And this would seem to 
indicate that the actress was done a 
considerable injustice by Orson 
Wells when he parodied her as the 
failed opera singer, Susan Alex- 
ander, in "Citizen Kane." 


The combination of half a dozen 


mediocre films, plus the near-libel 
perpetrated by Welles and his 
scenarist, Herman Mankiewicz, 
proved sufficient to destroy what- 
ever reputation Marion Davies had 
built up during her years before the 
cameras, and after her retirement 
she benefited from none of the buff 
enthusiasm that sustained her con- 
temporaries — among them, Mary 
Pickford, Gloria Swanson and Joan 
Crawford. 


Thanks to 
this biography, 


however, and occasional showings 
of Davies films at festivals, it ap- 
pears that a rehabilitation of her 
reputation may be under way. 


As for her life, it is as full of 


contradictions and ambiguities as 
an Oscar Wilde farce, as chilling in 
its final, despairing descent into 
alcoholism as an O'Neill drama. 
Generous, warmhearted, a compul- 
sive matchmaker, shrewd business- 
woman 
and 
spontaneous 


philanthropist, Marion was not 
prepared for life without Hearst, 
nor did she expect that all but one 
of his sons would turn their backs 
on her. 


As her era's equivalent of 


Madame du Barry, curiously com- 
bined with Jacqueline Onassis, 
Marion 
Davis 
was 
queen, 


courtesan, love image and slangy

working girl, all wrapped up in one 
troubled, insecure, admired, hated, 
irreverent, lonely, self-effacing, 
stammering, filthy-rich package. 


In "Marion Davies," Guiles has 


portrayed his subject's personality, 
and that of Hearst and their various 
satellites, with affection and ap- 
parent honesty. It may well be that, 


considering the nature of its topic, 
this first biography of Marion 
Davies may also be the last. If so, it 
provides a lively and enjoyable 
footnote to one of the strangest 
relationships — and eras — in the 
history of American publishing and 
the entertainment business as well.

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Beach boys: Fighting, writing sailors 


NEW YORK (AP) —A chip off the 


old block? In the case of sailor- 
author Edward L. Beach the 
description fits.

Beach's father, also named Ed- 


ward, was a U.S. Navy captain. So 
was Beach, who retired in 1866 after 
31 years service. The father com- 
manded a battleship during World 
War I. Beach commanded a sub- 
marine during World War II. The 
elder Beach wrote 13 novels about 
the sea. Beach has published five 
books on naval subjects, the latest a 
novel titled "Dust On The Sea." 


"You might say my writing about 


the sea is sort of a personal her- 
tage," Beach, a soft-spoken 54-year- 
old, says with a smile. 


The former officer describes 


"Dust On The Sea"—which means 
"the grave of a ship, the debris that 
is left on the surface after a ship goes 
down."—as a sequel to the book for 
which he perhaps is best-known, 
"Run Silent, Run Deep"—a story of 
submarine warfare during World 


War II. 


The idea behind his new book, he 


says, was "to get across what it is 
like to be in the navy, the adventure 
of such a life, as well as to look at the 
objectives of war and the ways in 
which an individual in a war situa- 
tion comes to-terms with himself." 


While describing the book as fic- 


tion, he is quick to point out that 
"there's a lot of me in there. While 
the things in the book didn't happen 
to anyone the way I tell them, they 
all are true in the sense that they are 
plausible. Every submarine action I 
describe could have happened." 


During the war, Beach served 


aboard three submarines, among 
them his first command, the USS 
Piper. 


"I was never sunk," he says, ad- 


ding with a grin, "I'm here to prove 
that—although I figure I've had 400 
depth charges thrown at me one 
way or the other." 


He says his subs "are credited 


officially "vith 27 sunken ships, but 
we claimed 45 sunk. We didn't get 
credit for the 18 because, although 
we heard the torpedo hit, we had to 
dive and didn't actually see the ship 
sink."

THE SERPENT AND THE SUN. 


Myths of the Mexican World. By 
Cal Roy. Farrar, Straus and Giroux. 
New York. $4.50. 


If any parent has a fifth- to 


ninth-grader in his family who has 
been introduced to books, here is an 
excellent choice for Christmas. 


Contained in "The Serpent and 


the Sun" are eight short stories 
based on Aztec myths, two stories 
based on Mayan myths, and two 
stories titled "Myths of The Inheri- 
tors." 


The author's introduction places 


in true perspective the races in- 
volved in early Mexican history and 
gives the name of "Inheritors" to 
the present-day 
Indians that 


inhabit much of Mexico's back 
country. 


"Atop the tallest pyramid in 


Tenochtitlan, capital of the Aztec 
nation, two temples shared one 
lofty platform —the blue and white 
temple of the rain god Tlaloc, and 
the red and white temple of Huit- 
zilopochtli, god of the sun and war. 
Around the twin temples ran a 
serpent-headed wall enclosing the 
great ceremonial center of Tenoch- 
titlan —slaughterhouse of the gods. 
The view from that dizzying height 
embraced two volcanoes and five 
lakes, causeways that tied the 
island city to the mainland, palaces, 
floating gardens, and arcaded 
marketplace, and the emperor's 
private park and zoo." 


Roy points out that the twin 


temples could illustrate the prin- 
cipal idea that underlies Aztec 
mythology: All things are made up 
of two opposing forces. This same 
themo^ecms to ran through other 
**ligiaus thought in Mexico ang 
Central "America. t%e author helps 


us understand that the tales that 
constitute the book — the myths of 
ancient Mexico as well as the folk- 
tales of today's Mexican Indians are 
tales of violence. Yet all contain 
seeds of a profound spiritual 
philosophy. "Perhaps the rain god's 
blue and white temple sharing 
equal space with the red and white 
temple of the war gods stood for the 
double nature of man himself." 


This book becomes doubly im- 


portant when we grasp the author's 
statement that these myths have 
not disappeared in Mexico among 
the many Indian groups who still 
inherit the country. 


These recounted myths tell of the 


creation of earth, sun and moon; of 
the land of the rain dwarfs and their 
terrible ballgames; of Humming- 
bird, god of the warriors, and of 
monkey musicians and wicked 
ants. The author does not talk 
down to eighth graders but carries 
them along on his explorations of 
ancient and modern myths. 


The author's black and white 


sketches of Aztec, Mayan and In- 
dian designs illustrate the book. 


Roy's interest in the culture of 


the Mexican Indians began when 
he contributed his services to a 
community-development organiza- 
tion in his adopted country. Since 
then, he has read and studied ex- 
tensively in the folklore, history 
and mythology of the Indian in 
Mexico. 


Cal Roy is an American who lives 


in Mexico, is the author-illustrator 
of several books for children. A 
former commercial artist who 
worked m Chicago and New York, 
he also Tfras written magazine ar- 
ticles andbooR reviews.

^Grande do Sul," said Anita Terezmha 
Jtoberto, 20, a Transamazon colonist

; "There's no secret to our Amazon 
colonization program," Agriculture 
Minister Luiz Cirne Lima said. "The 
government offered a good thing, and 
the people grabbed it." 
.* Brazil plans to build a total of nearly 
l&OOO miles of jungle roads during the 
next few years, not only to link the 
j&mazon region with the rest of the 
Rations, but also to connect it to this 
country's far-flung neighbors to the 
north and west: French Guiana, 
Surinam, Guyana, Venezuela, Colom- 
bia, Peru and Bolivia.

*^The roads also will take advantage of 
12,000 miles of navigable jungle rivers. 
The Transamazon zigzags to connect 
the main southern tributaries of the 
Amazon River. 


Isolated gas stations, hotels and 


public telephones already have sprout- 
ed along the jungle roads. Tourist 
amenities are still scarce. But the sight 
of a familiar speed limit sign backed by 
a wall of 150-foot-high trees and vines 
quickly reminds a visiting driver he is, 
indeed, in a unique place. 


Transamazon homesteaders first 


planted subsistence crops such as rice, 
bran and corn. The Agriculture Ministry 
now wants to get them to begin planting 
coffee, sugar cane, cocoa and black 
pepper — first to supply the Brazilian 
market and later to export. 


"Ou/experimental results with sugar 


cane exceeded our most ambitious 
predictions," said Paulo del Souza, 
government agronomist with a degree 
from the University of Maine. "The 
Amazon Jungle could someday be the 
world's principal sugar supplier." 


One thing Brazilian officials agreed 


on when the Amazon project started 
was that they really didn't know 
anything for sure about the region. 
Written off for generations as an 
uninhabitable "green hell," the jungle 
has revealed surprises these past two 
years: 


—The jungle is hilly, not flat as it 


looks from the air. 


—Large areas of the jungle — 


especially about 300 miles south of the 
Amazon River, where the Transamazon 


Highway is going through — are high 
and dry and not affected by seasonal 
flooding. 


—Health and weather conditions in 


many parts are less severe than was 
feared. The New Brazil agrovila, for 
example, enjoys constant temperatures 
in the low 80s, granted with accom- 
panying high humidity and a six-month 
rainy season. Yet visitors have said it's 
not as oppressive as midsummer in 
Chicago. 


—Amazon soil is thin and delicate. 


The belief that "you just drop a seed on 
the ground and something will grow" is 
generally false. However, roadbuilders 
have come across patches of earth as 
thick and fertile as in the U.S. Midwest 
or southern Brazil coffee belt. 


INCRA requires Transamazon 


homesteaders to leave jungle vegetat- 
ion standing on at least half their land, 
so that tree roots will keep the topsoil 
firm. In parts of the jungle not under 
government conirol, however, ignorant 
peasants have ruined vast amounts of 
land by cutting dow.n all the trees — a 
fact that has alarmed conservationists 
abroad. 


"This is a problem," Cavalcanti ad- 


mitted. "But Brazil has been trying to 
find an answer for the Amazon region 
for more than 400 years. We're cons- 
tantly on lookout for these freelance 
farmers. We want to create organized 


land development programs for them." 


On paper, Brazil has strong laws to 


protect its forests and wildlife. But the 
country is so big, it's hard to enforce 
them. 


One charge from foreign ecologists 


the Brazilian government completely 
dismisses is that development of the 
Amazon Jungle wilt endanger the 
world's oxygen supply. "Of course, the 
Amazon is the world's biggest forest. 
But it's a geologically mature forest that 
consumes all the oxygen it produces," 
Cime Lima said "The Amazon Jungle 
does not give off surplus oxygen." 


The Transamozon Highway has 


awakened a frontier spirit in once sleepy 
river ports along its path. Altamira, a 
base of operations for several govern- 
ment agencies and private construction 
companies, has grown in population 
from 5,000 to nearly 15,000 in two years. 


"Before the highway started, you 


could rent a decent house here for $15 a 
month," the owner of an Altamira 
general store said. "Now that same 
house goes for $300." 


"But for $300 you can rent a furnished 


apartment in Rio overlooking 
Copacabana Beach," an outsider 
exclaimed. 


"Yes, but Altamira is where the 


money is," came the reply.

W 


ould Eleanor Roosevelt have 
made a good President? 


As the author of two best- 


selling books about Eleanor, the ques- 
tion is the more pertinent to me now 
that there are women heading govern- 
ments in Israel, India and Ceylon. 
Golda Meir. Indira Gandhi and Mrs. 
Bandaranaike rose to power because 
they allied skill at party politics with a 
capacity for governing. Being women, 
they have had to do a litfle better than 
men in order to stay in power- All three, 
it might be noted, have had to make 
the harsh decision to use their nation's 
armed forces. There are no reports that 
any of them shrank from that decision. 


Had Eleanor Roosevelt been alive 


this year (and of a fitting age), there is 
little doubt her name would have led 
the list of women considered as possi- 
ble nominees. From the twenties on, 
people thought of her as a political 
force in her own right and were pro- 
posing her for one office or another. In 
this respect she was different from 
other First Ladies. Bess Truman and 
Mamie Eisenhower were private per- 
sons who stayed out of the limelight 
and achieved fulfillment in making the 
White House as comfortable as possi- 
ble for their families. Jacqueline Onas- 
sis loved the limelight and fashioned 
her unique place by setting the nation 
an example of taste and elegance. Lady 
Bird Johnson, on the other hand, coun- 
seled her husband at critical moments 
in his political career, spoke at number- 
less meetings and put in many cere- 
monial appearances. But it was usually 
as her husband's stand-in, not a partici- 
pant or activist (except, perhaps, for 
Head Start and beautification of the 
countryside). Mrs. Nixon has defined 
her rok as one of making the White 
House a sanctuary for her husband, 
where he can escape the cares of office. 
She is a gracious presence, but not a 
pubHc force. 


Eleanor Roosevelt was probably the 


only First Lady whom Americans 
thought of as a possible President, "If 


you will agree to let her serve your 
third term," Republican editor Wil- 
liam Allen White wrote Franklin D- 
Roosevelt in 1940, "I shall be for you 
against all comers. Every time she does 
anything she reminds me of T. R. 
[Theodore Roosevelt]." Louis Howe, 
the gnome-like political wizard who in 
1911 married his political fortunes to 
young Franklin's, saw Eleanor's Presi- 
dential possibilities. One day in the 
mid-thirties he came into Eleanor's 
sitting room, sat himself down cross- 
legged on a daybed, and almost bowled 
the First Lady over by saying, "Elea- 
nor, if you want to be President in 
1940, tell me now so I can start getting 
things ready." 


When she got over her laughter ard 


saw that he was serious, she gave him 
her stock reply to such proposals: One 
politician in the family was enough, 
she said. Nor did she think the election 
of a woman President was as possible 
as Louis believed. "I don't think it 
would be impossible to find a woman 
who could be President, but I hope it 
doesn't happen in the near future," she 
said at the time. "I don't think we have 
yet reached the point where the major- 
ity of our people would feel satisfied to 
follow the leadership and trust the 
judgment of a woman as President," 


Someday it might come to pass, she 


added, "but I hope it will not be while 
we speak of a Voman's vote.' I hope it 
only becomes a reality when she is 
elected as an individual because of her 
capacity and the trust which a majority 
of the people have in her integrity and 
ability as a person." 


That was said in 1934. Now, almost 


four decades later, it is not fantastic to 
speculate that the Democrats might 
nominate a woman of Eleanor Roose- 
velfs capacity and integrity. Which 
leads to the $64,000 question: What 
kind of President would she have made? 


She was a good administrator and 


ran a taut ship. The Women's Division 
of the Democratic party —under her 
leadership and that of Molly Dewson— 
hummed at election time like a beauti- 
fully tuned engine, out-organizing and 
out-campaigning the men—and for less 
money. Eleanor inspired in people a 
fierce loyalty and willingness to work. 
And those who served \vitb. her had the 
absolute knowledge that she would 
never let them down. 


She organized her own life with 


awesome efficiency. "If Eleanor Roose- 
velt did not hit two birds with every 
stone," said Molly Dewson admiringly, 
"she would never get done what she 
manages to do." 


She liked people, enjoyed working 


with them, and valued people for them- 
selves, not because of their social or 
economic status. She had the ability to 


concentrate upon the person at hand 
and make him feel that what he was 
saying was the most important thing 
in the world. Letters were always an- 
swered and people were always seen, if 
they could possibly be squeezed in. She 
never evaded difficulties. She was the 
member of the family who did the dis- 
ciplining, and, if necessary, the firing. 
She announced the disagreeable news, 
even if it was politically embarrassing. 
When FDR, at the close of the 1940 
election, yielded to his political advis- 
ers and assured mothers and fathers 
that "your boys are not going to be 
sent into any foreign wars," she quietly 
wrote in her next day's column, "No 
one can honestly promise you today 
peace at home or abroad. All any hu- 
man being can do is to promise that he 
will do his utmost to prevent this coun- 
try from being involved in war." 


She knew politics, having worked at 


every level of political organization, 
from precinct worker transporting 
voters to the pofls on FJection Day, to 
head of the Women's Division in Al- 
fred E. Smith's campaign for the 
Presidency in 1928. She was familiar 
with the seamy side of politics as well 
as the heroic, and understood that the 
perfect, which was desirable, must not 
be allowed to stand in the way of the 
good, which was attainable. Her teach- 
ers in politics were two of the greatest 
masters of the art in American history 
—her husband and Louis Howe. 


A President has to be a tough-minded 


manager in his relations with a vast 
bureaucracy, and an astute broker of 
power in his relations with Congress 
and the pressure groups that congre- 
gate in Washington. Also, in Eleanor's 
view, he has to be at all times an edu- 
cator, especially in bis relations with 
the people. During the Roosevelt Ad- 
ministration, it was said that for FDR 
every press conference was a stage, 
white for Eleanor it was a classroom in 
which the country went to school. She 
supplemented her weekly press confer- 
ence with lecture tours, radio talks and 
her daily column, giving Americans the 
feeling that the White House was con- 
cerned with them, and that they had a 
front-row seat at what was going on in 
Washington. 


And, of course, a President must 


lead. To lead, he or she must have a 
point of view, a vision of what he or 
she wants for every American, for the 
country, for the world. Eleanor Roose- 
velt had such a vision. She restated it 
in the final days of her life. "This I 
know," she wrote. "This I believe with 
all my heart. If we want a free and 
peaceful world, if we want to make the 
deserts bloom and man to grow to 
greater dignity as a human 
being—we con do it!"

n a New York City apartment not 
long ago, a five-year-old girl placed 
some three-dimensional letters on 


an orange ramp and watched them 
"walk" by themselves down the incline. 
She then took a rectangular piece of 
plastic, pushed it slowly into a slot and 
jumped with glee as a bird, holding a 
sign with the message "O.K.,"' popped 
up from its hiding place. '"I knew I 
could spell cat'" she said. 


Meanwhile, the girl's three-year-old 


sister sat nearby, oblivious to all the 
excitement. She held another three-di- 
mensional letter in her tiny hands and 
kept saying with conviction, "This is 
the letter P." 


Both girls were playing with one of 


the most remarkable teaching-toy ma- 
chines to enter the preschool market 
The toy is Big Bird's Blunderproof 
Walking Letters Set.

Here's how it works: 


The set comes with seven three-di- 


mensional letters and 12 plastic word 
keys. The child looks at the picture on 
a word key, decides how to spell the 
illustrated word (all words are three 
letters), and places the letters he's 
chosen at the top of the orange ramp 
A little tap from the child, and the 
letters, each with four little feet, begin 
their comic walk down to the bottom. 
All this is done without batteries or 
motors. 


If, for example, the child is spelling 


the word MOP, he would wait until 
his letters have reached their destina- 
tion, then take his word key with the 
picture of a mop and push it down into 
the slot at the bottorrt of the ram?. If 
he has chosen the letters M-O-P and 
sent them down the ramp in that order, 
Big Bird will pop up with a squeal when 
the word key for MOP has been in- 
serted. If, however, the child misspells 
the word, Big Bird refuses to make an 
appearance. Rather, those letters that 
are incorrect topple over. Suppose the 
child spelled MOP with the letters 
M-O-T. When he inserts his word key, 


the letter T will fall over, telling him 
immediately that he has made a mis- 
take and letting him know in which 
part of the word he has made it. 


Chris Cerf, editor in chief of the

is created with the same philosophy as 
the Sesame Street and Electric Com- 
pany television shows.

Sad to 
say, those letters that can't walk down 
into their boxes on their own initiative 
are heartlessly yanked off the ramp by 
the director of quality control and con- 
signed forever to the garbage 
heap of unwanted letters.
